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The Charles Robb/cocaine story controversy 

How will the VP/LS cbverage affect the former governor?

Virginian-Pilot and Ledger-Star reporter, Rose Ellen O'Connor, and 
Managing Editor James C. Raper last week stood behind their article plac- 
ing former Virginia Governor Chailes S. Robb at Virginia Beach ocean- 
Cront parties whoe cocaine was rqjortedly used. 

And while there was no clear-cut consensus about the issue in follow- 
up intervfews conducted by The Vi^inia Beach Sun, reactions to the Not- 
folk newspaper's controversial story generally fell along party lines and 
ranged fhrni "very fair" to "sensational tabtoidism." 

Published in the Sunday. August 28 combined edition of The Vir- 
ginian-Pilot and The Ledger-Star, the front i»ge six-column headline read, 
"Robb enjoyed glitzy Va. Beach social scene." 

The lengthy article, running m(Me than a page with 1 1 people pictures, 
focused on 10 interviews with Beach residents listed in the article as 
Robb's "friends or acquaintances." Before the article was published, 
according to O'Connor, more than 200 interviews woe conducted. 

Most of the people pictured and qu<rted in the article have been eitho* 
convicted, indicted or given immunity from prosecution in a recent two- 
year federal drug investigation, according to the article. It is these people, 
according to the article, who actually witnessed Robb at parties in the 
Beach's affluent Croatan section where cocaine was being used, albeit not 
in Robb's presence. 

Robb is on the record as never having taken cocaine or knowingly been 
at a party where it was present 

Central to this story about Robb, who is currently a Democratic candi- 
date for the U.S. Senate, are the folk)wing questions: 

•Was Robb treated fairiy by the Norfolk newspapers? 

•Did Norfolk newspapo^ treat Robb fairly by placing the weight of its 
story on the testimony of people already tainted by drug use? 

•Is Robb, a highly intelligent man, to be believed when he reportedly 
says, ". . . I've got to tell you I don't know that I would recognize cocaine 
if I saw it?" 

•Is Robb to be presumed "g^ty by association?" 

•How does such a story affect die Virginia Beach community? (See re- 
lated article). 

Julia Sutherland, a-^okesperson at Robb's Richmond campaign offlce, 
declined to comment on the rnxml on any of die aforementioned questions, 
even after receiving them in advance. She did say. "Our plans for die fall 
campaign are going full steam ahead." and sui^x)rted Robb's recent request 
for a probe into who hired a in-ivate investigat^M* to research some of 
Robb's Virginia Beach friends. 

"It's important to find out who hired" the private investigator, she said. 
"Part of the reason for reforms in campaign flnancial disclosure laws was 
so that anonymous individuals could not seek to influence a federal cam- 
paign widiout voters knowing who those individuals were." 

The Virginia Beach Sun tried to contract various people to comment on 
die situation and the Norfolk newspapere" coverage of it Senator Sonny 
Stallings (D - Virginia Beach), State Delegate Glenn Croshaw (D - Vir- 
ginia Beach), and State Delegate Glenn McClanan (D - Virginia Beach) 
could not be reached for comment in time for publication. State Delegate 
Bob Purkey (R - Virginia Beach) gave an official "No comment" 

Kennedi Geroe. Virginia Beach Democradc Committee chairman, 
called die article "a cheap shot" and took issue wiUi die photo included in it 
of Tai Collins. 1983 Miss Virginia/USA and former Virginia Beach resi- 
d«it She was the only female pictured and quoted in die article. She has 
not been implicated in any drug probes, according to die article. 

"The article tried to create a false impression," Geroe said. "Why is her 
pkture diere? I diink die new^per owes her an apology." He also called 
die article "sensational tabkiidism" and "d ioddy journalism." 

Regarding Robb's attendance at aflliMnt oceuifront parties. Geroe said. 
"Obviously. I'd have preferred he waai't diere. He'd been warned to stay 
away &Y>m Thompson." Bruce Th(mipson. a Virginia Beach businessmffli, 
was one of die 10 people featived in die article. He was <dso involved in 



die federal drug investigation, according to die article. 

Goroe said he believed Robb was not aware cocaine was present at 
Croatan parties he attended. 

"Absolutely," Geroe said. "I think anyone who knows Chuck Robb 
would believe diat." Geroe added, "He [Robb] had cataract surgery shordy 
a&et he left [die governor's] office; he could barely see. It's conceivable 
diat he could have been at a party [widi cocaine inesent] and not seen it" 

Geroe said it was "important to know" who hired the private inves- 
tigator. "It arouses further curiosity when" the investigator won't say who 
hired him, which Norfolk newspapers reported in a subsequent article. 

Loretta Tate, Virginia Beach Rq)ublican Committee chairwoman, de- 
scribed die iulicle as "very fair." 

"It certainly didn't accuse him of using drugs," she said. 

TiUe said that Robb should not have attended die oceanfront parties "if 
he was aware [of the drug use]." She added, "it's difficult for me to believe 
diat he was not aware of it"

Robb article in the guise of emotionally charged news. . . utterly irrelevant 
and utterly off-base. 

"As far b£K;k as die '30s, die courts in diis country ruled diat guilt-by- 
association is a no-no," he continued. "The media has allowed itself to 
become a carrier of mud. 

"There's something wrong widi American politics when the media, 
which ought to know better, allows itself to be used in diis way." He 
added, however, that "until we educate people, we should expect more arti- 
cles, like the Virginian-Pilot/Ledger-Star story, which are immaterial and 
bear nothing of signifKance to die reader. 

"As a political analyst I'd say that 10 years from now historians and 
scholars will remonber '88 as die year of puff, imagination, and illusion."

When asked about die private investigator, Tate responded, "I'm sure 
Robb would like to know" who hired him, "But I'd consider diat privi- 
leged information [between die investigator and his client]." She added, 
"To my knowledge, die Republican Party had nodiing to do widi it and I 
dunk diey're being unfairiy l)lamed." 

Stsde Delegate Robert Tata (R - Virginia Beach) said about die article, 
"In genoal, I diink it was balanced. No one can objectively say whether it 
was fair or unfair." 

Tata said he "can't fault" Robb for attending parties some where cocaine 
may have been used, "especially if he's unaware." Tata ^d he believed 
Robb's statements that he neidier used drugs or was aware of dieir use at 
parties he attended. 

"I diink he's an honorable man," Tata said. "I diink he would tell die 
trudi." 

State Delegate Billy O'Brien (D - Virgirlia Beach) declined to comment 
on die situation, stating "I don't know enough about it" 

Bill Ifolkiran of die Chamber of Commerce, Virginia Beach Division, 
said, The article didn't serve any purpose in my mind. The extensive in- 
vestigation was unable to implicate Robb in any wrongdoing." 

HoUoran called Robb a "stiong governor" and said dial he believes 
Robb didn't know drugs were i^sent at die jarties described in die article. 
He added, "rm sure if he had known, he would not have attended." 

Hollcxan said diat die investigator's employer should be identified be- 
cause, "it's important that one of our most prominent public citizens not 
be smudged unnecessarily or for political reasons." 

Dr. Martin Sheffer, professor of political science at Old Dominion 
University, described his first reaction to die article. 

"I laughed." he said. "It's obvious diat diis was somediing pushed 
uptHi the papet by die opposition." Sheffer described die story as "an anti- 



How is the community affected? 

When news stories ioe publiidied cs aired, such as the recent one by The 
Vi^niart-PUot and The Ledger-Star about former Vhrginia Governor 
Charles S. Robb and his involved widi the "oceanTr()Hra(!)wd," not only 
does the stOTy affect die people direcdy involved but also die community 
at-large which is indirecdy involved. 

The folk)wing is a sampling of responses from local officials about how 
such a story affects die Virginia Beach community: 

Bill Holloran, Chamber of Commerce: "[Stories like this] don't help the 
city's image. What \vill tell die story on diat [die effect on die city's image] 
is how many odier papers pick up on diis story. As it moves across die 
country, it could become a problem for die city." 

Robert Tata (R - Virginia Beach): "We have a serious drug problem 
because of the ci^r's affluence. Maybe we have our heads in die sand. I 
diink diere's a problem here in Virginia Beach. I don't diink the story was 
carried outside die Tidewater area. I don't diink it will affect Virginia 
Beach now way or die odier." 

Kenneth Geroe. Virginia Beach Democratic Committee chairman: "I 
don't diirdc it will have any effect on die city. Anyone who didn't know of 
die substance abuse problem and 'fast land' in Virginia Beach has had his 
head in the sand. Drugs at die beach aren't a new phenomenon. . . it's 
unfortunate diat diey exist but it's nodiing new." 

Martin Sheffer, Old Dominion University professor of Political Sci- 
ence: "[The story] may create die impression diat Virginia Beach is a 
swinging hangout Virginia Beach is historically more conservative and 
oudandishly Rqiublican dian the rest of Hampton Roads. It is not going 
to have any aj^neciable effect on the fail election or on the city." 

Loretta Tate, Virginia Beach Republican Comm ittee chairwoman: "We 
can't deny die fact diat we have a drug problem in Virginia Beach. It 
doesn't ^ieak well of die city, but we have to face up to [die problem]. We 
need to iaddr^ it by strengdiening drug programs and enfocement."

They dated for a 
year and a half and married while 
Cunningham was a senior. "It 
was a busy time, but an enjoyable 
CMM." said Cunningham of Uiat 
poiod.

six-seater. He learned to fly while 
he was in high school. "Growing

plained. 

Despite his many accom- 
plishments, Cunningham still has 
a list of goals yet to be reached. 
He'd like to visit New Zealand and 
Ausualia. for instance. And he'd 
like to see good diings continue to 
happen to his oft-mentioned 
community. Specifically, "I'd 
like, dirough work widi the Vir- 
ginia Beach Development Audior- 
ity, to see us bring larger 
economic growth to the city, 
growth which would spread die tax 
base more into the business 
community and less into the 
private %ctor," Cunningham said. 

Cunningham now serves as 
CEO for Charter Investment

gives me to do diinp that help 
c«itribute to the (mspaity of the 
community. I telbve in giving 
l»ck to the ccNnmunity; it's been 
good u> me."

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Gun safetyr 
too important to ignore 

The issue of gun control continues to spark passionate de- 
bate and enx>tional testimony from spokesmen on both sides of 
the controversy. Meanwhile, a related and equally ^important 
issue receives little attention. Gun safety makes good sense 
and can save lives; it's an idea that deserves everyone's sup- 
port 

Gun safety means the responsible handling of firearms by 
people who have been trained to use them. It means keeping 
guns which are stored in private homes locked away where 
children cannot gain access to them. It means teaching kids that 
guns are not toys and that regardless of what they may see on 
televisicMl and at the movies, guns are not the automatic solution 
to every problem. 

Last week's accidental shooting death of a thirteen-year-old 
Virginia Beach boy brings the issue of gun safety sharply into 
focus. Tragedies such as this one emphasizes how catastrophic 
the combination of kids and guns can be. 

Police department records list 20 accidental shootings for 
1987 and 13 for the first half of 1988. Those stastistics speak 
volumes about the necessity of careful handling and storage of 
guns. What those statistics cannot describe, however, is the 
grief of families and friends who must fact the sudden injury or 
death of a spouse, parent, or especially a child, and carry the 
memory witfi them for the rest of their Uves. 

Many people feel that private ownership of guns is a right 
guarantee under the Constitution. Those people should be 
encouraged to recognize the responsibility which comes with 
that right, namely, to handle guns in a safe and respectful man- 
ner and to teach their families and friends to do the same. Gun 
safety should be pushed and pushed hard as a means of pre- 
venting tragedies, such as the death of Carson Cross, tiiat sim- 
ply didn't have to happen. G. A.H.

Pavilion 
sculpture 
worth a look 

On Sunday, August 28. 1 had the pleasure of dedicating the city's first 
Percent For Arts sculpture. Dale Eldred's "Light Garden" at the Pavilion. 
Standing before this exciting sculpture led me to think back to the cre- 
ation of our city's Percent For Arts Program, the first public art program 
of its kind in the Commonwealth of Virginia. 

Percent For Arts programs have existed in our nation's major cities 
since the early 1960's. When the National Endowment for the Arts was 
created in 1965, only a handful of public art programs existed across the 
county. 

Today, Virginia Beach is included in the 145 similar government- 
initiated programs nationwide, the majority of which were created since 
1980. Clearly, the trend towards government sponsorship of public art- 
wOTks illustrates a growing realization of the importance of art in com- 
munity planning. Other cities in Virginia have begun to follow our lead: 
Portsmouth began a Public Arts Program early this year, and I understand 
that Norfolk and Richmond are considering similar programs. 

The first step towards the formation of Percent For Arts in Virginia 
Beach was taken by City Council and the Virginia Beach Arts and Hu- 
manities Commission in June, 1986. For many years the Virginia Beach 
Arts and Humanities Commission has encouraged the development of 
cultural programs by granting funds provided by the city to arts 
organizations, for the benefit of local audiences. When a Pwcent For Arts 
Program was considered, support for the concept of public art grew from 
the City's commitment to both the arts and the quality of life in Virginia 
Beach. Additionally, support stemmed from City Council's commitment 
to beautification of our resort community, and from community concom 
for an aesthetically appealing city. 

Virginia Beach's Percent For Arts Program is structured along the 
same lines as public art programs in other cities. Our program is funded 
from 1% of the total cost of certain new City buildings, up to $150,000 
per year, for the acquisition of public artworks. Only public buildings 
and spaces that arc easily accessible to the public, and equipped for the 
handia^ped, are considered for artwork installations. 

Once a site has been selected by City Council, two advisory selection 
committees are appointed by the Arts and Humanities Commission to 
detennine the best type of art for the site and to screen artists' entries and 
select the most appropriate work. 

The selection committees consist of a Councilperson, Arts and Hu- 
manities Commissioners, the project architect of the public building that 
will house the artwork, iarts educators, and other citizen/users of the site, 
all are volunteers devoting countless hours to each project. So, every 
artwork acquisition of the Percent For Arts Program is a community ef- 
fort involving representatives of the community.

To the CommuBity: 

The Virginia Beadi Arts Cen- 
ter represents something very 
q)ecial for this reswt city. It 
rqvesents a strong commitment 
not only from k)cal artists, but 
from business leactos, teach^^ 
and lesidents. to bring culture and 
beaity into Virginia Beach. 

When you have such a diverse 
gRNq) as tfiat joining together in 
support of the arts, it is truly 
impressive. 

And now, with the <^)ening of 
the new Virginia Be«;h Arts 
Center next spring, we will fi- 
nally have a Eacility and program 
as impressive as the pec^ who 
built it 



Soon, the Virginia 
Beach Arts Center will 
be exhibiting shows usu- 
ally hung in the galleries 
of the Museum of Mod- 
em Art and the Hirsh- 
hom. 



That is not to say, however, 
th^ our current program lacics 
quality. The accompUdunents of 
die Arts Center during the past 
36 years haw been numerous. 



They have, I'm sure, far exceeded 
the expectations of the small 
group of artists who famed the 
Arts Center's predecessor, the 
Virginia Beach Arts Association. 
Today, the Virginia Beach Aits 
Center offers more than 120 
classes in a variety of mediums. 
More than 900 people pass 
through our programs each year, 
and our lecture series is continu- 
ally filled to 100 percent capac- 
ity. 

Last year, the Center received a 
tremendous boost when it entered 
into an agreement with Old Do- 
minion University to offer col- 
lege credit courses at its main fa- 
cility through its ArtStudio Pro- 
gram, while aiding ODU in its 
goal of becoming a regional in- 
stitution. 

Despite our limited exhibit ca- 
pacity, we've been able to attract 
a few national shows this past 
year. One of the most impres- 
sive and most recent was Miami 
Artist Elena Presser's mixed me- 
dia works. 

With the completion of the 
new facility however, the scope 
and size of our exhibitions will 
be tremendously enlarged. Soon 
die Virginia Beach Arts Center 
will be exhibiting shows usually 
hung in Uie galleries of die Mu- 
seum of Modem Art and the 
Hirschhom. We will be able to 
di^lay works from such artists 
as Jacks(Mi Pollack, Red Grooms, 
Willem De Kooning, and Andy 
Warhol. 

In in^paiation for diis exfKm- 
sion, we've changed our focus 
somewhat Previously, die main 
goal of the Arts Center was to 
display 20di century American 
ait Now, we have broadened diat 
focus to include all 20di century 
art With 6,000 square feet of 
gallery spact in the new facility, 
diis gives us die c^iportunity to 
entertain a Eun^iean collection at 
artist or a show frcxn i«pm or 
China, while still emphasizing 
American art. 

At the same time, die initial 
charge of the Center - to di^lay 
die work ctf local artists and stu- 
dents ~ will remain strong. A 
sqnrate galleiy has been set aside 
in the new facility specifkally to 
continue this tradition. 

As I said earlier, die Aits Col- 
ter is truly a commimity centor. 
It is funded duough a combina- 
tion of public and private grants 
and donations, balanced by a 
variety ol fimdraisiitg programs. 

For the past five years, the 
Center has been raising funds (m 
two levels •- few its day-to-day 
operating expenses, and lot a

In 1988, we anticipate receiving 
$90,000 in public grants, a figure 
we expect will continue to grow 
in step wiUi our own fundraising 
projects, since many of those 
grants are challenge grants.

New Arts Center on 10 acres 



Nesded on 10-acres of heav- 
ily wooded land directiy across 
the interstate fi^om die Virginia 
Beach Pavilion, rises the new, 
$7.5 million Virginia Beach 
Arts Center. 

, Widi its unique co{q)er roof, 
its richly gleaming mahogany 
windows and trimwork, and its 
pristine white brick-and-granite 
exteriw, the new facility is truly 
a w(»k of art widiin itself. 

And since it was designed 
specifically as an arts center 
(vosus die old center on Arctic 
Avenue, which was originally 
built as an Army barracks), ev- 
ery inch of spKt in die 32.000- 
squaie-foot facility is functionaL 

Visitors to the eenter will 
pass through a tong, copp»-and- 
mahogany walkway to the 
building's entrance. A p^ma- 
nent sculpture garden will grace 
the exterior grounds, with 
benches and shady trees provid- 
uig a quiet resting qxM. Once 
inside, visitors wUl find them- 
selves in an enormous, three- 
stwy-high atrium, dotted with 
25-foot-high trees. This qiace 
can seat 350 pec^le and will be 
used for large parties, cocktail 
receptions and meetings. 

The building's architect in- 
tematkmally recognized aichitect 
E.. Voner Johnson of Boston, 
was selected from a national 
competition to design Uie Arts 
Colter. He also designed die 
nearby Virginia Marine Science 
Museum. 

His plans resulted in an 
opoi, airy building which is 
flooded widi natiiral light Ife 
provided for 6,000 square feet of 



gallery space, which can be 
subdivided and closed off to cre- 
ate smaller, cozier viewing sec- 
tion. The flexibility of space 
also enables several exhibits to 
be displayed at once. 

Another gallery apart from 
die main exhibit space will be 
reserved for students', members', 
and local artists' work. 

This is quite a change froin 
die cramped gallery space in die 
old facility, which could only 
exhibit one show at a time and 
which could barely accommo- 
date 30 peopfe. 

The new building also fea- 
tures a gift shop, in which visi- 
tors can purchase collectibles, 
art books, posters and prints. 
Fw art students, a library will 
provide valuable research mate- 
rial and infwmation. 

One unique additimi to the 
new facility is a catering 
kitchen. "This way. we can 
martlet the Arts Center as a 
place to h(rid private recqitions 
and meeting after regular view- 
ing hours," said Executive Di- 
rector Mk^iael Marks. 

Art students will also 
appreciate the classroom space. 
Compared to the two class- 
nxrnis in die old facility, die six 
classrooms, ceramic and paint- 
ing studios, and photography 
lab and darkroom provide spa- 
cious, airy woik spaces. Addi- 
tionally, the studios open onto a 
shaded, enclosed courtyard, 
offering die perfect spot in 
which to enjoy an al fresco 
lunch. 

Other amenities include a 
270-9eat auditorium, which will 



enable the center to sponsor 
some performing arts programs. 

Widi die new facility will 
come new hours, particularly 
extended hours in the summer 
designed to attract tourists. 
"This will be a perfect way to 
spend a pleasant evening after a 
day on die beach," predicted 
Marks. 

What will die new Virginia 
Beach Arts Center mean lox die 
Hampton Roads regim? 

"It will add nicely to die 
complement of institutions we 
already have in this area," said 
Marks. "We have a wonderful 
collecting museum in the 
Chrysler and odier very rep- 
utable institutions, such as the 
Portsmouth Museum, the 
Peninsula Fine Arts Museum 
and the Muscarelle in 
WiUiamsbuig. 

"Th^ is a perfect slot for 
us to fit into,"Ktaiks continued. 
"We now have die opportunity 
to bring in a variety of iravding 
art shows to the region, much 
more than a museum with a 
pnmanent collection could do. 
Overall, it will help bring 
recognition to Hampton Roads 
as an emerging aits region." 

The museum is being built 
by Virginia Bridge and Struc- 
tures, Inc., of Chesiqieake, snd 
is slated for completion in 
Novemb».

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Arts Center hasn't forgotten its past 



In 1952, a group of local 
artists - mainly "Sunday and 
weekend painters" - were look- 
ing for a forum in which to dis- 
play their work. Hieir idea was 
to develop an artists' association 
where they could promote and 
exhibit load works of art They 
called themselves the Virginia 
Qeach Arts Association. 

The group's first major ven- 
ture was an art exhibit in 1956 
on the Virginia Beach board- 
walk. As that show grew, the 
association itself grew and 
changed to meet the demands of 
the local community for more 
art programming. Eventually, 
in 1971, the association evolved 
into the Virginia Beach Arts 
Center, which, in addition to 
exhibiting the work of local 
artists, had begun teaching 
classes in the various art medi- 
ums. 

In 1976, the Arts Center 
took up permanent occupancy in 
an old World War II USO Army 
barracks at 19th Street and Arc- 
tic Avenue at the oceanfront 
Despite space restrictions, secu- 
rity problems, and a multitude 
of other challenges the 40-year- 
old building presented, the cen- 
ter has managed to grow and 
prosper, becoming the heartbeat 
of cultural activity for Virginia 
Beach residents. 

And that heartbeat has had 
one constant pulse: to promote 
20th century American art. By 
focusing on 20th century art, 
the Arts Center is able to en- 
courage creations by living 
artists, a spirit of creativity 
which is profusely contagious 
and vastly rich in scope. 

"It is specific in a way," said 
Executive Director Michael 
Marks. "But at the same time, 
there's so many things happen- 
ing in the world of American art 



since 1900 that it's more than 
adequate to fill our needs as far 
as finding peopic to exhibit, de- 
veloping thematic shows, etc." 

About six months ago, in 
anticipation of the Arts Center's 
move into a new. 32,000- 
square-foot facility at the end of 
the year, its focus changed a bit 
from 20th century American art, 
to 20th century art in geneisi. 

Today, the Arts Center ful- 
fills its mission in three sepa- 
rate ways: 

•Through a concentrated ex- 
hibition schedule in its main 
galleries on Arctic Avenue 
(which change monthly), and 
through two satellite galleries, 
one at Humana Bayside Hospi- 
tal, the oiher in the Virginia 
Beach Municipal Center. These 
shows are primarily regional in 
flavOT, usually spotlighting lo- 
cal talent and efforts. 

•Through a renowned studio 
arts program, in which more 
than 900 people a year partici- 
pate in ova- 120 classes taught 
by highly qualified instructcvs. 
In 1987, Old Dominion 
University began offering credit 
for some of those courses, thus 
increasing the program's overall 
credibility. 

•Through a series of special 
weekend workshops which pre- 
sent highly concentrated courses 
on any of the art museums, and 
a bi-annual lecture series, 
featuring guest speakers from 
throughout the art world. 

These three categories will 
be expanded next year when the 
Arts Center moves into its new 
building. Additional classes, a 
much broader lecture series, na- 
tionally r^owned exhibits and 
even performing arts presenta- 
tions are all in store for 1989.

Virgiiiia Wesleyan Cdlege 
is located on a 300-acre wooded 
campus astride the Nor- 
folk/Virginia Beach City line.

Virginia 
Beach guided 
by plan 



The Comixehensive Plan for 
Virginia Beach is the official 
statemoit as to how the physi- 
cal devel(q>ment of the city 
should be directed. TbeMasto- 
Street and Highway Plan 
(MSHP) sets fwth the plan for 
the major roadway netwwk to 
meet tte C(Mnprehensive Plan. 

Each year the city's Capital 
Improvement n'C^ram (CIP) is 
updated to include those seg- 
ments of the MSHP roadway 
network (and other roadway 
projects) required within the tq)- 
coming ten year CIP period lo 
meet transportation demands. 
The estimated cost of the current 
CIP roadway program is over 
405 million (k>llars, of which 
over 222 million dollars is bud- 
geted within the firet five years. 

Additi(»ially, in 19S6 traffic 
conditions in Uie City of Vir- 
ginia Beach were such that im- 
mediate action, suf^lemental to 
the normal MSHP-CIP process 
was required. City Council re- 
acted by presenting to the citi- 
zens of Virginia Beach in 
November of 1986 a Road B(md 
Referendum in the amount of 40 
million dollars. TiKrefntaidum 
received strong public suf^Ktft 
and was the catalyst laundiing 
the city into one of the most 
aggressive transportation pro- 
grams in the state. 

The Public Works Depart- 
ment of the City of Virginia 
Beach is charged wiUi imple- 
menting this aggressive roadway 
program. To assist the compe- 
tent, but small, Public 
Works/Engineering staff and 
because there was insufficient 
time to hire aiKl train acklitional 
staff, the city contracted with an 
engineeriag mmu^ment firm, 
Sverdmp Cofpcwaticm, to pro- 
vide ptojcct management for 
approximately 30 of the 84 



roadway projects noted in the 
Capital Improvement Program. 
Sverdmp also supplies full 
Management Infnmation Sys- 
tem services fot the entire road- 
way CIP. 

Individual A & E firms are 
selected to provide contract doc- 
liments for each project Project 
nuuiagement responsibilities for 
Sverdrup and city staff include 
design contract adminisbation, 
design review, co(»dination of 
utility relocations, coordination 
with regulatory agencies for 
necessary permits, public in- 
volvement, etc. Current design 
schedules allow sufficient time 
to hire and train additional staff 
for construction administration 
and inflection. 

Contract administration and 
field inspection during 
construction will be performed 
primarily by city staff. A con- 
sultant may be hired to expand 
the current consUuction program 
to include enhanced public rela- 
tions, project monitoring and 
status reporting, and the devel- 
opment of a computerized pro- 
ject management information 
system. 

In re^nse to transportation 
needs and as su{^rted by the 
public through referendum, the 
City of Virginia Beach has es- 
U^lished an aggressive roadway 
pfop^m that will pcovide ap- 
proximately 2,617 lane miles of 
new roadway within the next ten 
years. By utilizing the services 
of an engineering management 
firm to supplement city staff, it 
is possible to provide the pro- 
ject management services 
necessary to successfully im- 
plement programs of this mag- 
nitude in a compressed time 
frame to meet the needs (tf a 
growing community.

Beach Aits Cento* has been 
stymied in its atienqMs to attract 
national traveling art shows be- 
cause of die poor security, lack 
of temperature amtrols and 
other problems which leagued 
the aging building at 19th Street 
and Arctic Avenue. 

"A lot of die curators would 
not even talk to us," remembers 
Executive Directw Micluwl 
Marks. 

Nonetheless, die Arts Center 
has managed to build a regional 
iqMitation for its exhibits and to 
attract some particularly note- 
worthy shows. These include 
the exhibit entitled Escobar, 
Martin, Mischenko, work by a 
trio of multi-media illustra- 
tionists, which was billed as 
one of the tq) ten shows of 
1986 for Hampton Roads. 

Other highlights of recent 
years include: 

•Non-Traditional 
Westeni Art, which featured 
the wrnks of seven local iuid 
western artists who used a vari- 
ety of images, from plywood 
teqwes to neon horses and fur-

Size Studies for Tennessee State 
University. She is director of 
Project STAR. 

Project STAR (Student 
Teacho^ Achievement Ratio) is a 
four year longitudinal study of 
the efr«;ts of class size on stu- 
dent achievement in grades K-3. 
This Tennessee $12 million 
study is the largest, most com- 
prehensive class size study ever 
conducted. The within-school 
design includes three class 
types: small (13-17); regular 
(22-25); regular (22-25) with a 
full time teach aide. Pupil 
achievements is measured by 
sc(H«s in reading and math on 
the Stanford Achievements 
Tests. 

Preliminary results seem to 
indkate higher achievement by 
students in small classes. We 
will be anxious to hear the re- 
sults to Ms. Bain's study and to 
see what recommendations she 
may have (ot Virginia Beach's 
te«:hers. Hiis conference, co- 
spcmsored by the PTA and the 
Reading Council, will be open 
to the public. 

Anodier study carried on by 
two researchers from the Uni- 
versity of ColoRKk) concluavely 
documents not only that smaller 
classes produce increased student 
achievement, but that smaller 
classes also have a positive ef- 
fect on classroom processes and 
environment, student attitudes 
and behaviw. and teacher satis- 
faction. 

Drs. Gene Glass and Mary 
Lee Smith found that "As class 
size increase achievement de- 
creases. A pupil who would 



In a smallo* class, there are 
more of^ortunities to ad^t the 
learning programs to the needs 
of individuals. In smaller 
classes, students have more in- 
terest in learning, either as a 
function of better performance 
or contributing to it. The re- 
searchers note that there is gen- 
erally less distraction and thjat 
there seems to be less apathy, 
friction, and frustration. 

The question, of course, is, 
"What is small?" In the 
achievement study. Glass and 
Smith found that the amount t 
of increase in achievement is 
substantially higher for each 
student by which class size is 
reduced below 20 than for each 
student by which class size is 
reduced from 30 to 20. The re- 
lationship is evident across the 
board but ai^ears dramatically 
when classes drop to 15 stu- 
dents. 

As Glass and Smith point 
out, however, "giving all teach- 
ers classes of 15 for the full 
school day would be very ex- 
pensive." Hierefore, teachers, 
parents, and other citizens must 
face the question of whether the 
demonstrated advantages are 
worth the costs. Since we may 
not be able to reduce every class 
for a full day then we may need 
to find ways to finance smaller 
classes for some pupils or ways 
to reduce classes for all students 
for part of the school day. 

Some alteniatives to give at 
least some students the benefits 
of smaller classes at least part of 
the time are: 

•Employment of reading 
specialist; 

•Use of additional teachers 
for reading and math periods; 

•Use of psffaprofessk)nals to 
help the teacher and, thereby, 
increase the actual amount of 
professicMial teaching received 
by individual students;

Virginia Beach stands to net a 
gain of $16 million. * 

"That's a healthy return on our 
investment," Ricketts notes. 
"The city is diverse, so this helps 
the tax rate, which is still one of 
the lowest in the nation for a City 
this size. Since the tourian in- 
dustry has such a significant, 
positive impact on tlie city, it's 
pnKtent toe the city to have the 
foresight to protect its in- 
vestmoit and the industry." 

Ruiz also gives the city high 
marks. "City Council was 
courageous enough to allow us 
the initial funding to start our 
capital improvement program," 
he says. "Like everyone else, 
they had to be shown what we 
coiUddo. We've received a lot of 
positive feedback, and now we 
have very, very good support 
from council. We wouldn't have 
gotten this far without it" 

They intend to go much far- 
ther. Ten capital improvement 
pr(^rams, at an estim^ed cost of 
$70 million, call for an evoitual 
massive transfwmation of the re- 
sort area. 

The city has already appmved 
more than $8 million in funding. 
About $2 million of that amount 
is earmarked for an Atlantic Av- 
enue demonstration project to be 



completed by May 1989. Three 
blocks will be given the full 
treaonent ultimately planned for 
the whole strip: expanded side- 
walks, trees and other landscaped 
greenery, pedestrian scale light- 
ing, new benches, and placing 
utility lines underground. 

"This change will provide all 
the amenities to make diis three- 
block area conducive to a pedes- 
trian envirorunent as opposed to a 
vehicular environment." says 
Ruiz. Ahhough all improvement 



funding has been public as of 
now, Ruiz says the demonstra- 
tion project will give the private 
sectw a tangible example of At- 
lantic Avenue's possibilities 
which could result in the city 
working in harmony with the 
private sectw to share costs in 
the future. 

Already there has been 
continuing coordination among 
the Resort Programs Office and 
the Virginia Beach Hotel & Mo- 
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Growing class size 
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•Experimentation with 
different scheduling and 
grouping plans within the 
classroom to reduce each 
instructional group. 

All these decisions are tough 
decisions but they are decisions 
the teachers, parents, and school 
administration in Virginia Beach 
will be maldng this year and 
every year until our rj^id 
growth slows down. 

Virginia Beach schools are 
overcrowded with over 200 
portables now in use and our 
class size ratios are the hi^iest 
in the state. But an attempt to 



improve class size is being 
sug^ted. 

The school district's "State 
of The Division" 1987-88 lists 
reducing "the adult-pupil ratios 
in kindngaiten. first, and second 
grade" as a prkvity. This is just 
a beginning, but it at least 
makes visible a goal for all of 
us to work towanL However.it 
will take the financial commit- 
ment of the state of Virginia and 
the city of Virginia Beach to 
make it happen. VBEA will be 
working closely with our mem- 
bers, city officials, the school 
administration to make smaller 
classes a reality.

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The Spirits: 7 ships and still growing 



In 1978, a small travel 
company in Norfolk, Virginia, 
purchased an old, converted 
Navy landing crafL After some 
additional renovation, they 
boldly placed the vessel uito the 
dinner cruise business as the 
Spirit of Norfolk. 

The ship offered her passen- 
gers dining, drink service, and 
entertainment while cruising the 
busy Hampton Roads, harbor. 
Though she wasn't beautiful, 
the Spirit of Norfolk was popu- 
lar. Unfortunately fw the ves- 
sel's owners, the venture was 
not profit^le. 

Because of her age (the ves- 
sel was built in 1942) the Spirit 
was in constant need of expen- 
sive repairs. Cruises wCTe often 
delayed or canceled due to me- 
chanical difficulty. At that 
time, C.I. did not have the op- 
erating personnel or experience 
to manage such a complex ship. 
The combination of lost rev- 
enues and hefty shipyard bills 
produced a dangerously negative 
impact on the young travel 
company's financial statement 
and the ship was sold in 1981. 

Today, seven years aflCT they 
sold the original troubled Spirit 
of Norfolk, Cruise International 



of Norfolk. Virginia, ranks as 
one of the fa^est growing com- 
panies in the nation's harbor 
cruise industry. Willi ships in 
Norfolk, Boston, New Yoric, 
Wadiington, DC, Philadelphia, 
and Chicago, the company also 
ranks as <M)e of the largest in the 
industry. How did the company 
create such a success story from 
their initial failure? 

"We didn't give up," says 
Richard D. O'Lcary, President 
and founder of Cruise Interna- 
tional, "and we learned from our 
mistakes. Our original concq)t 
was a good one but we didn't 
implement it on the right vehi- 
cle." 

The ideas for Olxary's brand 
of dinner cruise attraction stem 
from his own nautical back- 
ground.

From 
the beginning, ev^ though un- 
profitable for Cruise Interna- 
tional, the concept was well re- 
ceived in the Norfolk market. 
When the ship was moved to 
Miami during the winter season, 
it was equally pedlar there. In 
the end, however, it was finally 
determined that the ship's pas- 
senger loads would never in- 
crease to the point that could 
make this vessel a profitable 
opoation for CI. 

"We sold the ship in the 
winfr of 1981," says O'Lcary. 



iNit vn maintained our author- 
ity with the Virginia Stale Cor- 
poration Commissioa to operate 
a pasi^nger ship on the Eliza- 
beth River. We also found an- 
other job within the travel 
company for the key person 
who had managed the harixM" 
cruise ship." 

Oljcary's foresight paid off 
in April, 1983, when he intro- 
duced the brand new 600-pas- 
senger New Spirit to Norfolk. 
Opening simultaneously with 
"Waterside,: a $28 million 
Rouse project built on Norfolk's 
waterfront, the ship was an im- 
mediate success. It exceeded its 
revenue projections in its first 
season of operation. The ship 
carried over 120.000 passengers 
during its first year and did not 
miss a single cruise because of 
mechamcal breakdown. 

By mid-summer of 1983, 
conviiK^ that they now had all 
the ingredients for success, 
managers of Cruise International 
began planning another ship for 
a different city. Blount Marine 
Corpoffsttion of Warren, Rhode 
Island, builder of New Spirit, 
was contract^ to .build another 
slightly largo- ship for a Spring, 
1984. delivery to Penn's Land- 



ing in Philadelphia. Like her 
sister ship in Norfolk, the Spirit 
of Philadelphia was a sensa- 
tional success. 

Since then, the Blount 
shipyard has completed one 
additional ship per year for 
Cruise International. These 
ships operate in Washington, 
DC, Boston, and New Yoik, re- 
spectively. In the Spring of 
1988, the shipyard launched the 
Spirit of Chicago for service on 
the Great Lakes. Both the 
Spirit of New York and the 
Spirit of Chicago at 192' are 
significantly larger than their 
predecessors, capable of seating 
their entire passenger capacities 
in the enclosed three decks of 
dining areas of the vessels. 

Not only has the company 

grown, but apparently, the 

Spirit product has grown too. 

"Every year," says O'Leary, "we 

have improved both the ships 

that we build, as well as the 

product that we offer." All 

Spirit ships offer buffet dining 

with food (xepared fresh daily in 

the ships' self-contained galleys.

Price pointed out that loans 
made through his ofTice "ofier' 
comp^itive rates with no hidden 
fees, no prqMiyment penalities 
and no balloon payments." 

He further noted that interest 
rates are regulated by the SBA 
and that otsts are limited to an 
SBA guaranty fee, generally 
nine-tenths of two percent; 
credit life insurance; plus con- 
ventional le^ and closing ex- 
penses. 

"The normal processing 
time fw an SBA loan is six to 
eight weeks," Price said, but 
advised that it could be longer if 
the I4)plicant does not do his 
homewnk first 

Price said that the ^plicant 
can speed up the process if he 
brings certain documentation 
with him when he applies. 
These include a business plan, 
three years of business tax re- 
turns (if he is already in busi- 
ness), three years of personal tax 
returns and a list of collateral to 
be offoed as security. 

The business plan should 
describe the type of business, 
msataganent experience, amount 
of loan requested and proposed 
use of the funds. 

The Business Loan Center 
can loan money for various rea- 
sons including mortgages, ex- 
pansion or improvement of cur- 
rent business, working capital 
or for a buyout Loans can also 
be made to purchase an existing 
firanchise.

Price pointed out that there 
are some restrictions as to the 
use of the product purchased 
with the loan. "The loan must 
go the the end use of the product 
purchased," he said.

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P.E.S.T. program helps handicapped park 



Handicapped paiking designa- 
tion is not only a courteous ser- 
vice for the physically disadvan- 
taged, it is also a law, one that is 
unfortunately vidated too fre- 
quently by able-bodi^ drivers 
who choose to parte in the 
conveniently [daced zones. 

If disregard for the law is not 
enough of a deterrent, (Mie would 
think that the thought of placing 
an added physical burden on those 
depending on special parking 
privileges would be. 

This proUem is too often by 
necessity, marginally adminis- 
tered in municipal government, 
because of staffing limitations 
and other law enforconent priori- 
ties. The City of Virginia Beach, 
however, is well on its way to 
solving this irritating problon. 

The Virginia Be{K;h Parking 
Enforcement Specialist Team, 
(P.E.S.T.), is on patrol to moni- 
tor unauthorized vehicles in 
handicapped paridng zraies. The 
volunteer team of 18, of which 
IS are handici^tped, hi^ become 
an effective force in the recent 
decline of illegal parking com- 
plaints. 

The program was brought to 
the city's attention by Sti^hen 
Johnson, chairman of the 
Mayor's Committee for the 
Handiaq;)ped, and was deveioped 
to mirror a similar project in 
Florida. Tlie i(tea was {Hoposed 
to the Virginia Beach I^lice De- 
partment, which at the time was 
in need of additional assistance to 
enfcHce handicaf^ied parking vio- 
lations. 

Chief Charies R. Wall estab- 
lished a citizen volunteer pro- 
gram, requesting the assi^ance of 
(preferably handicapped or dis- 
abled) citizens to meet the de- 
mand. 

Thus, P.E.S.T. fulfills two 
objectives: it controls the 
infringement of handicapped 
paiking zones and allows sworn 
polKe officers to re^pcMid to mcxt 
critical priorities. 

Ciq)tain E. F. Biozy, Sr., of 
[the Virginia Beach Police De- 
partment is encouraged by the 
[program and believes its goals 
vill be accomplished. To date, 
*.E.S.T. has issued 1274 sum- 
lonses and 949 warnings to 
idicapped parking violators. 
"As a result, handicapped paridng

One particular 
P.E.S.T. volunteer patrols the 
parking zones on an avmige of 
18 hoinrs per wedc. 

P.E.S.T patrols the entire city 
of Virginia Beach in both public 
and private parking facilities. 
Captain Buzzy adds. The pro- 
gram is operating quite 
smoothly. Volunteers may en- 
counts an unfriendly mcMorist on 



occasion, but no violent or oth- 
erwise regrettable actions have 
resulted." 

In many cases, motorists ig- 
nore the citatims issued by the 
P.E.S.T. officer. But drivers 
should beware. The tickets are 
authentic and are uj^ld in court 
The volunteos are required to ap- 
pear in court for each contested 
ticket issued. The initial fine for 
improper parking in a hand- 
icapped zone is $25. After 72 
hours, the unpaid fine increases 
to $50. If the ticket remains un- 
paid after 30 days, the fine is 
raised to $100 and a warrant is 
issued by the Virginia Beach Po- 
lice Dq;)artnmiL 

Parking violations aren't the 
only citations that have been is- 
sued by the volunteers. On rare 
circumstances, the frustrated mo- 
twists have torn up their sum- 
monses, leading to another ticket 
- for littering! And in one 
episode, the P.E.S.T. officer has^ 
charged a motorist with hit and 
run. That case is currently pend- 
ing in court 

The P.E.S.T. program has 
significantly improved the en- 
fcHcement oi handicapped parking 
zones and hopefully changed die 
public's attitude of the special 
purpose the spaces serve. After 
the busy and often hectic summer 
season of the resort city.

Greekfest participants, most of 
whom are members of east coast 
college fraternities and sororities, 
have visited the Beach numerous 
times. This year's celebration 



drew unexpectedly large numbers 
of people, Holloway said. 
Consequently, whoi crowd control 
problems escalated on Monday, 
SepL 5 into a potentially volatile 
situation, more than 145 law en- 
forconent officers from around the 
region were called to Atlantic Av- 
enue to maintain order. 

Unconfirmed reports indicate 
that there were calls to the gover- 
ncM^s office to place the state's na- 
tional guard on alert. Governor 
Goald Baliles' office did not return 
three phone calls from The Vir- 
ginia Beach Sun about the situa- 
tioh. 

"I don't think it was a riot," 
HoUoway said Monday afternoon 
from his Washington, D.C. of- 
fice. 

He said the traffic jams, a 
fight, and odier alleged instances 
of i^ysical and verbal abuse from 
Gredcfest paitkipants were caused 
not only by Greeks, but also by

"followers." With any large 
event, Holloway said, "ycHi will 
have the group of people you're 
trying to attract and the unwanted 
who follow along." Greekfest ac- 
tivities had been held throughout 
the weekend, but they all 
concluded before Nfonday. 

"Many people were milling 
around Monday kx)king for some- 
thing to do." Holloway added that 
the size of this year's crowd ex- 
ceeded expectations, and that festi- 
val promotn^ were suiprised about 
how many Greekfest attendees 
stayed over through Monday 
night 

Holloway said he hopes to 
work with city officials and de- 



velop an organized program for 
next year, hc^fully eliminating 
many of the factors contributing 
to this year's distuibance.

Blue APgels set to take 
off at Neptune Festival

The Blue Angels will take to 
the sky as pan of the annual Nq>- 
tune Festival during an air show 
on Saturday and Sunday, Sept. 17 
and 18. Though the recoit air dis- 
aster in Ramstein, West Germany 
generated tremendous n^ative 
publicity, the American public has 
mHhing to fear, according to Scott 
Hessek, Information Manager for 
the Blue Angels' N. A. S. Air 
Show. 

While Hessek called the Ram- 
stein tragedy, "a terrible, torible 
thing," he added that "generally, it 
could not Yaiffptn here in the same 
way." 

Hessek called U. S. air shows 
tame by European ^andards. 
"They're interesting, but not as 
flamboyant as European shows," 
Hessek commented. 

Hessdc cited sevoal factors 
which increase the safety level at 
Bliw Angels air shows. First of 
all, the planes fly i^rallel to the 
crowd line, which is a minimum 
of 1500 feet from where the near- 
est air op^ations are taking place. 




raots do not fly over the crowd, 
as was the case in the Ramstein 
show. "Everybody oerforms far 
away from a crowd," Ifessek said. 

Secondly, air show flights are 
controlled by both the Fedo^ 
Aviation Administration (FAA) 
and the Navy. "Our fvst 
consideration is public safety and 
pilot safety," said Hessek. Of Eu- 
ropean air shows, Hessek com- 
mitted, "They take chances over 
diere that our pilots would never 
beaUowedtotake." 

Thirdly, Hessek said, "These 
pilots are flying on their home 
turf, on military property with 
Eng^ish-qwaking air traffic con- 
trollers." Hessek pointed out that 
English is the international lan- 
guage of air traffic controllers; at 
Ramstein, he noted, "you had 
Italian pilots in German airspace 
speaking English." 



The air show will feature con- . 
cessioQ stahdis, carnival rides vid 
disfHays cS aircraft models and 
squadron insignia. All profits finom 
ccMicession booths will go to local 

charities and towards paying die 
costs of the air show. "The only 
thing the Navy pays is the pilots' 
salaries," Hessek said. He called 
the air show, "a chance for the 
American public to see what 
they're getting for their tax dol- 
lars." 

Hessek continiMd, "The value 
of keeping people infoimed of 
what we do and can do is ines- 
timable. Nothing beats seeing it 
in person." 

Virginia Beach will hold its 
annual Neptune Festival from 
Sept. 16 through Sept. 25. This 
year's slogan, "Neptune '88: A 
Crystal and Silver Salute," incor- 
porates the celebration of the fif- 
teoith anniversary of the festival 
and the twenty-fifth annivo-sary of 
the city. 

According to festival 
qx^esman Bill Center, this year's 
festival should draw the traditional 
laige crowds.

City employees are not happy 
about the $15-a-month increase in 
the employer's share of their 
health care premiums. They are 
especially unhappy about from 
where some of the money will 
come. 

Speakers at last Tuesday's 
Council meeting spoke about ha- 
rassment and intimidation from 
supervisors over attempts to orga- 
nize support for greater health care 
benefits. They complained that 
employees will be bearing the cost 
of the increase pn^sed by City 
Manager Aubrey V. Watts, Jr. and 
they said that employee morale 
was low. 

Before approving the package 
presented by Watts, Council lis- 
tened stolidly as 12 employees, 
from among the approximately 60 
in the Council Chambers, 
protested that the Watts proposal 
was not acceptable. One em- 
ployee, who said fie was 
representing a number of employ- 
ees, spoke, in favor of the pro- 
posal. 



Mayor Kfcyera Obemdorf" made 
no attempt to halt the aj^lause 
which followed each of the 
protesting speakers. In fact, the 
applause became louder after 
Councilman John A. Baum regis- 
tered disapproval. 

Obondorf explained later that 
the normal procedure of Council 
does not permit applause but that 
she had suspended the rules "so 
you would not feel infringed 
upon." She said the rules would 
not be su^)ended again. 

Although individual Council 
members told the employees that 
the action was a stop-gap solution 
and that the city would reexamine 
its health care program and ways 
to finance improved benefits 
within the next budget process, 
emiirfoyees were not appeased. 

What they will receive, effec- 
tive Oct. 1, is an increase of $15, 
from $60 to $75 pw month, for 
each employee health care sub- 
scriber. The cost, estimated at 
$600,000 for the remainder of the 
fiscal year 1989, will be financed 
by a hiring freeze effective Sept. 1 
for 90 days ($30,000). a reduction

but questions remain 

Though details surroundii^ last week's boardwalk distur- 
bance remain fuzzy, mc»t pec^le agree that the Labor Day inci- 
dent turned into an alauning iqess. 

The troubliM. jncident^i)ped a weekend of partying by 
predominantly &ck fn^emilps and sororities who atten(ted the 
Gn»kfcst '88 convention at the Pavilion. 

The behaviOT of some of these college students ranged from 
obnoxious to frightening and left vivid impressions in people's 
minds. H(Xel and restaurant staff members reported threats of 
violence and reverse discrimination verbal abuse. 

Tourists checked out of their hotels early. Business in some 
oceanfront establishments was down dramatically. But worst 
of all, some tourists were heard saying that they would never 
return to Virginia Beach on Labw Day weekend, if ever. 

To label all the blacks, college students or Greeks who 
visited the Beach last weekend as "troublemakers" would be 
unfair. Hotel and restaurant owners spoke highly of the 
behavior of some of their Greckfest guests. In the words of 
one woman, "there were a lot of nice kids down here who 
didn't want anything to do with this but got caught up in the 
middle of it." Unfortunately, as is often the case, the actions of 
a relative few have dealt a serious blow to \h& collective reputa- 
tion of many. However, Greekfest is not the only party 
suffering from bad publicity,. 

The city faces an image problem that could prove a real 
threat to its future prosperity. Greekfest has gained enough 
notoriety in the few yean it has met here so that many locals 
opt to leave town. More importantly, the tourism, which is the 
city's livelihood, stands to suffer from the image of police in 
riot gear or rowdy, violent crowds throwing furniture off hotel 
balconies. 

Labor Day traditionally marks the close of the tourist seascm 
which opens (Mi Memorial Day; no tourist attraction can afford 
to jeopardize its family image on one of the two biggest week- 
ends of the seascxi, and Virginia Beach is no exception. 

There are ik) easy answers to the question of what to do next 
year. The potential loss in tourist revenue far outweighs the 
roughly $20,000 Pavilion profit, yet for the city to refuse to 
host Greekfest in the future it would also have to refuse other 
college groups to avoid being charged with discrimination. 

If the city agrees to host the Greekfest convention again, it 
should at least schedule it later in the fall, not on a holiday 
weekend, and only schedule two nights of activities. The 
police department and the Pavilion officials say that they will 
devote their time and attention over the next few months to 
developing a strategy for next year. City Council 
representatives will undoubtedly receive a great amount of 
feedback and input from their constituents as to how the 
problem should be handled, and they will cany that information 
with them to the meetings where this issue will be decided. 
Perhaps their combined abilities and insight will bring about a 
solution to this important issue. ~G.A.H. 



A temporary cure 

Some city employes are riled up over a proposed $15-a- 
month increase in their health benefits. It's not the extra money 
that bothers them; it's from where the money will come. City 
Council has decided to implement City Manager Watts' 
proposed plan which includes a hiring fiwzc and a reduction in 
tiie amount of cash service awards to workers. One employee 
who spoke at the Council meeting called the measure "robbing 
Peter to pay Paul." 

The city faces die dilemma of working within a budget while 
they attempt to satisfy die needs and wants of their employees. 
The fact that the increased cost came in the middle of the budget 
year made it difficult to find funding to cover the hike. 
Employees feel that they are being asked to pay for one benefit 
at the expense of another, and they feel that the city is shirking 
its obligation to them. Some of their suggestions include doing 
away with ceremonial gestures, such as b^quets, and using 
the remainder of the money to pay lotMt health care cost 
increase. ( 

Both sides have valid arguments. A ^lution which satisfies 
all parties involved will take time ^nd hard work. In the 
meantime, employees may have to tolerate Watts' plan while 
City Council, forewarned that tiiis will be a major issue in the 
future, starts to plan exactly how it will integrate the cost 
increase into next year's budget.- G.A.H.

1/2 teaspoon of p^vika 

1/2 tea^xxxi of black pepper 

1 large yellow, white or red onion 

1/4 teaspoon of red pejper 

1 bell pq>pa' 

2 strips of bacon 
1/4 cup of vinegar 

1/4 stick of buttn ot margarine 

Before you begin, take a look at 
the ingredients. What makes this 
recipe different? The OHnbination of 
spices creates a uniqtK taste. Hie 
bacon serves two purposes; it adds a 
mild bacony flavor and keeps the 
shrimp from sticking to the foil. 
All the ingredients combined will 
also put a small fire on your i»]ate, 
so keq) a cold drink handy. 

Wash shrimp and place in a 
bowl. Add all Uie spices; and when 
you add the parsley, place it in your 
hand and crush it by rubbing your 
huids together. This reactivates or 
"qjens" the parley flakes to allow 
the real flavw.to escape. (Do this to 
all flak^seed type oi ^icfcs.) 

Slice lemon and squeeze juices 
onto the shrimp and then drop 
slices into bowl. Slice bell pepper 
into 1/2 inch strips and cut onion 
into slices and add both to bowl. 
Add garlic and then stir in vinegar 
so that all is blended well. 

Roll out a lar^ piece of foil and 



turn up edges. Place a piece of ba- 
con on the bottom. Place as much 
of the shrimp mix as possible into 
the foil and add a few slices of but- 
ter on top of the shrimp. Spoon 
some of the liquid over the shrimp 
and seal the foil package tightly by 
rolling up the edges. Prepare a sec- 
ond foil package the same way or 
even a third. 

Place the package on a gas or 
charcoal grill. A conventional oven 
can be used; set oven at 300* fw 15 



minutes, checking several times. 
Check for tenderness and stir mix- 
ture for uniform cooking. 

Remove foil package from the 
grill or oven and be careful not to 
bum your fingers on Uie hot liquid.

said the 6th Street problem was 
solved after police Cleared the 
beach from 3rd to 10th Streets, 
but then the problems began 
moving up and down the beach.

VA Bea ch Firefighters feel the heat on the job

Master Firefighter Martin Grube 
looks tired, and wiUi good reason. 
He has just come off a 24-hour 
shift at Plaza Fire Station and 
guesses that he got "maybe an 
hour" of sleep last night. 

Grube and Uie rest of the C shift 
answered 11 calls yesterday, which 
Grube describes as "high. Nor- 
mally, we run six to 10 calls in 24 
hours, Uiough w^'ve run as high as 
18 on a shift." 

Most of these calls are minor 
emergencies such as rescue assists 
(RA's). renegade smoke alarms, or 
dumpster fires, but some are not 
The firefighters answer them all. 

When a call comes in, the first 
step is to "listen to the call so well 
know what truck to lake," explains 
Grube. "Then the guys slide down 
the pole and jump on the truck." 

When both uucks are called, as 
in the case of a major fire, the guys 
on the pumper wagon handle the 
hose. The ladder truck assists the 
wag(Hi by cutting off the power and 
gas at the fire site, checking the 
fire's direction, and putting the M- 
der up to the second-flow window. 

"With the ladder there, the guys 
know that if they get into trouble, 
they can climb down. That has 
saved quite a few guys," Grube said. 
The la<Wer truck crew also tries to 
climb onto the roof and cut a large 
hole as ctose to the fire as possible. 
The hole allows smoke and gases to 
escape, which alleviates some of 
the intense heat and allows the fire- 
fighters inside to see better and 
move faster. 

Grube said that firefighters try to 
judge the MMindness of a roof. 
Sometimes it's easy -- "If the shin- 
gtes are bubbling and melting, you 
don't want to go up tl«re" - and 
sometime it is i»t "1 put my 
focH thrwigh a roof once. I looked 
through the hole md saw fl»MS. 
When you're up tlwie and it's <huk, 
it's a a:ary feeling," Grube sud. 



The ladder ti-uck crew also pro- 
vides floodlights, and when the sit- 
uation allows, they open windows 
and throw waterproof covers over 
furniture. 

What happtns if the fire is out of 

control? 

"If it's a fully involved structure, 
we'll protect adjacent buildings," 
Grube said. 

He continued, "We make a vic- 
tim search on every structure be- 
cause someone may have slipped in 
through the back door; maybe a 
family member goes back in to get 
a photo ^Ibum. or a neighbor 
tiiinks that somecMie's still inside. 

Grube described how it feels to 
move into a burning building. 

"As you make your way down a 
hall, it's so dark that you can't see 
your hand in front of your face. 
You have to drop to your beUy and 
crawl because the heat's stinging 
your ears. " 

He continued. "We had a siuia- 
tion. a kitchen fire, where Uie 
flames w«e rolling over our heads. 
We had to crawl (teeper into the 
room to get to Uie base of the fire. 
It's an eerie feeling to look up and 
see fbmws six feet above your head, 
rolling across Uie ceiling." 

Firefighters are trained to face 
dangnwis situations. 

To become a firefighter, appli- 
cants must pass boUi written and 
physical agility tests and an oral 
interview. They U«n undergo 14 
weeks of training at the Fire 
Academy on SouUi Birdneck Ro«l. 
There they learn EMT 
(Emergency Medical Technician) 
procedures and the rudiments of 
firefighung, which include fire 
clwmistry, ing)ections, and equip- 
ment opcraUOT. Chice gaining is 
compteted. ihey are assigned to one 
of U» city's 16 smom. 

Grube miUin^ t typkal day's 
schedule. At 8 a.m. the shift 
begus. Firefighter chak all 



truck and personal equipment At 
8:3U, die ^ift meets to decide on 
the day's tasks. From 9 to 10 
a.ra., Uic firefighters clean Uie 
station. "That's our home," Grube 
explained. "We mop, we dust we 
vacuum." 

From 10 a.m. to/hQon, the 
shift may inspect buildings, paint 
fire hydrants, or w<)rk on itotion 
equipment According to Gtube, 
their task varies from day to wy. 

At noon Uie flrefighteii eat 
lunch. "We give Uie cook a hard 
time about making sure we get 
good food," Grube admitted, 
noting foods high in salt and 
chole^ool were deuimental to die 
stressful life of a firefightar. 

"We bug him, but he's the 
most important man on the shift" 
he said. 

Each day around 1 p.m., die 
firefighters perform some type of 
one-hour drill. From 2 to 3 p.m., 
the shift members finish Uieir 
morning task of inspection, 
painting, or maintenance. 

Tlw guys on Grube's ^ift 
exercise from 3 to 5 p.m.. and 
dinna- is sarved at 6 p.m. From 7 
p.m. on, Uie firefighters enjoy free 
time. According to Grube, "SOTie 
guys read, some guys study, some 
guys lift weights. 

"Keep in miiul Uiat one call 
will mess up Uiat whole scl^ule. 
and at my station, Uut)w in six to 
10 calls pa shUu" Grube said. He 
suited, however, "We're tere to 
protect life and prt^ierty ~ all Uw 
(«l^ ^uff is »condsy." 

It's not an easy life. The 
promotion process is slow; 
aldwugh firefighters ae eligiUe to 
take a Captain's test afur four 
years ot Uie j(rt>, Uwre are oily 16 
Cqitain 'slots' available in Uie 
VBFD. For a qualified firefighto^ 
to be iwcNMM^ to C^Kain, cm cNf 
dMse 16 skAs mu^ be vacat^l.

Grube praised fire-prevention 
measures such as firewalls and 
sprinkler systems. Firewalls, Uie 
Uiick slabs of c(Micrete built into 
some dwelling walls, do work, 
according to Grube. 

"We've seen a middle 
towiUiouse unit bum to die ground 
while (firewalls kept) the 
adjoining units intact" 

"Firefighters love to see 
sprinkler systems," added Grube, 
because they minimize fire damage 
and make the firefighter's job 
easier. 

Besides batUing flames and 
assisting rescues, city firefighters 
give station lours and emer^n^y 
equipment and procedure 
demonstrations. They also tag 
Christmas trees, sponsor 
numerous activities during Fire 
Prevention Week, and fmiiliarize 
Uiemsclves wiUi Uw floor plans of 
new buildings. 

In addition, firefighters contend 
widi evoyday 0(xutrences such as 
children locked in oars and 
dum(»ter and uff fires. 

TTiey do not, however, rescue 
cats from trees. "We used to do it 
years ago; it was great P.R.," 
Grube noted. But he added, Uie 
growUi in Uie city's size^nd 
population made Uiat imp(Ksible 
today. "I*)w we only haw five 
ladd^ trucks in Virginia Beach, 
aid it's h»d to justify Uie use of a 
half-million dollar trwdc to get a 
cat out of a tree." 

Beskles, Uiey don't have time.

of $50 in each category maximum 
for servkc awards and recognition 
of actual months of service fOT 
each employee through Nov, 30, 
1988 ($120,000) and deletion or 
deferral of certain capital expendi- 
tures ($50,000). 

Speakers objected to the 
reduction of the service awards be- 
cause the cost would be borne by 
only some employees and scmie 
older empk)yees specifically. They 
also pointed out that some of 
diese emi^oyees do not participate 
in die city's health plan. 

Vice Mayor Robert F. Fen- 
tress (^served diat die employees 
appeared to be against die proposal 
because diey thought diat was all 
they ^ould get. He said that the 
contribution is "woefully inade- 
quate" but diat die city was con- 
strained because the increased 
healdi care cost came right in die 
middle of a budget year, making it 
difficult to find appropriate fund- 
ing. He said diat die healdi care 
costs have gone sky high and die 
Council has to find an indemnity 
plan. By using a cafeteria plan, 
where employees select die healdi 
care diey want, die group got 
smaller, he said, "so small we 
could not address die cost." 

He said die Council's alterna- 
tive was to increase die contribu- 
tion now and look for ways to 
provide a greater contribution. 

He proposed extending die 
hiring freeze to 120 days to raise 
all die increase and eliminate die 
reduction in service awards. His 
moticMi drew no support, however. 
Councilman William D. Ses- 
soms made a motion to go alcmg 
widi die manager's proposal, ac- 
knowledging diat it was "a quick 
fix." 

The motion was ^iproved by a 
6-4 vote with Councilwomen 
Reba McClanaii and Nancy Parker 
and Councilmen John L. Ptrry and 
John D. Moss dissenting.

He said diat die objecting em- 
ployees had been harassed and in- 
timidated and took issue widi a 
statement Watts made on Aug. 29, 
that he would have provided for an 
increase in die budget if he had 
known earlier about the substan- 
tial increase in healdi care. 

Kurrle charged diat supervisors 
destroyed petitions circulated dur- 
ing working hours, but did not 
hesitate to collect donations from 
employees for the United Way 
during woiidng hours. 

The reprisal atmosphere was 
evident, he said, when he was 
greeted by fellow employees widi 
expressions such as "Aren't you 
worried about losing your job?" 
and "Where are you going to 
woric?" 

Employees have collected over 
800 signatures on petitions seek- 
ing greater contributions. Kunle 
asked diat the city manager be di- 
rected to meet widi all emptoyees 
on die health care issue. 

Debra Mangione, a member of 
the Employee Healdi Care Com- 
mittee, said diat die city should 
absorb die entire cost of the in- 
crease. The city should pay 100 
percent fw a single employee and 
50 percent of die cost of odier 
plans.

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Bay Back may increase

The U. S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service has proposed an expansion 
of the Back Bay National Wildlife 
Refuge in Virginia Beach that will 
almost triple its present size. 

The 8,400-acre area designated 
for acquisition extends north and 
west of the 4,608-acre refuge es- 
tablished south of Sandbridge in 
1938. 

Representatives of the Fish 
and Wildlife Service unveiled the 
plan last Tuesday at a Virginia 
Beach City Council work session. 

Joann Raducha, wildlife 
biologist with the Service, said 
that the organization deals with 
willing sellers and pays 100 per- 
cent of the market value of the 
property. Purchases will be made 
as funds become available, she 
said, which can take a number of 
years. 

Raducha said that while the 
Service has the authority to con- 
demn property, it is used spar- 
ingly. She said that nationwide, 
the Service fmds it necessary to 
condemn only one half of one 
parent of its property acquisitions 
and this usually happens in cases 
of unclear ownership and differ- 
ences of opinion on the value of 
the property. 

Anthony D. Leger, refuge 
manager, said the expansion is 
needed to protect the refuge and the 
migratory waterfowl it was estab- 
lished to accommodate. 

He said that over 90 million 
acres of land in the country are 
designated as refuges and that the 
goal of the Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice is to acquire nearly six mil- 
lion acres more with an especially 



high proportion for waterfowl ar- 
eas. 

Raducha said that a draft Envi- 
ronmental Assessment (EA) on 

the study area will be available to 
the public for a 30 day review by 
late faU. 

The final assessment will be 
made by the Northeast Regional 
Director of the Fish and Wildlife 
Service, Ronald Lambertson. 

Waterfowl species that use the 
refuge include black ducks, mal- 
lards, northern pintails, green- 
winged teal, American Wigeon. 
Canadian geese, snow geese and 
tundra swans. Acquisition of black 
duck wintering habitat along the 
Atlantic Coast is a high priority 
of the NorA American Waterfowl 
Management Plan, an interna- 
tional agreement between the 
United States and Canada. 

Raducha said that more money 
will be gen^ated as a result of the 
North American plan and the 
Wetlands Act 

The refuge includes marshes, 
dunes, forests and beach areas and 
initially was intended to protect 
the snow geese, Leger said. Now 
the snow geese are in good shape. 
Lego- said, but other waterfowl are 
in trouble. He said that inconsis- 
tencies have existed in connection 
with public usage of the refuge. 
He said that the refuge is (^n to 
the public as long as the use does 
not conflict with this purpose. A 
lot of beach use does conflict with 
this purpose and some portions of 
the refuge have been closed to 
public use. He said that it is the 
only stretch in the Virginia Beach 
area especially maintained for 
wildMe. 

fie refuge is not a let-nature- 



take-its-course type of facility. 
Leger said Ute habitat needs to be 
manipulated for wildlife . Ducks, 
especially, are in danger now. In 
19SS, he said, 10 million pintail 
ducks were bred in America. This 

year, there are four million. Other 
ducks are following the same trend 
because of wetlands loss. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
noted that IS years ago, there was 
political pressure to use the refuge 
as an access from North Carolina. 
"Back then, the pressure was 
tremendous," he said. 

Leger replied that pretty 
strange times existed in 1972. 
"We let it get out of hand." That's 
when there was talk of multiple 
use and 300,000 people were on 
the beach in the 70's and almost 
all were in vehicles tearing up the 
habitat. He said that access per- 
mits were revoked from people 
who did not live in North Car* 
olina. 

But some people had dqwnded 
on using the beach for access for 
years. He said that the Service 
does not feel that the pec^le who 
have moved to North Carolina 
since 1979 do not have any rights. 
He said that SO permits have been 
issued for two-times-a-day cross- 
ings, but the permits will be 
phased out over time as the hold- 
ers move <s die. 

Leger said that the Fish and 
Wildlife Sauces process denumds 
public input and that he invites 
people to call him if any questions 
arise. 

Raducha said that the Service 
is not interested in purchasing de- 
veloped property or commercial 
enterprises. When property costs

Franklin denies Dawkins' connection; calls VPILS coverage fair to him

Press spokesmen for Charles 
Robb and Maurice Dawkins have 
reacted differently to the continu- 
ing print media coverage of their 
candidate's U.S. Senate political 
campaigns. 

Recent coverage in The Vir- 
ginian-Pilot and The Ledger-Star 
have attempted to link former 
Governor Robb to a Virginia 
Beach "fast lane" while at the 
same time questioning his stand 
on drugs and raising questions re- 
garding a Virginia Beach private 
investigate whom the Robb camp 
believes may have been hired by 
the GOP to delve into Robb's pri- 
vate life. 

The investigator, Billy 
Franklin, has reportedly refused to 
disclose his employer's name in 
this case and is rumored to have 
boasted of possessing sworn affi- 
davits attesting to drug use by 
Robb. Franklin has denied the al- 
legations, according to a newspa- 
per article. 

Franklin spoke recently with 
the Sun about the Robb cam- 
paign's allegations and the jh^ss 
coverage. 

"Originally the Robb cam- 
paign filed a complaint with the 
FEC (Federal Election Commit- 
tee) regarding me and my client, 
John Doe. TTiey believe 1^ was 
employed by Dawkins and the 
Rqwblican party," Franklin said. 

He added, however, "I'm in no 
way connected with the IHiwkins' 
campaign." 

According to Franklin, the 
Robb campaign "leaked the com- 
plaint to The Washington Post 
before I received a copy. I had 
phone calls from rqwrters before I 
got the complaint" 

Franklin added that the Robb 
campaign had filed recent additions 
to the original complaint The ad- 
ditions concern the rumor that 
Franklin bragged to a friend, Vir- 
ginia Beach lawyer and former 
sute delegate, W. R. "Buster" 
O'Brien, that he had two sworn 
affidavits from people who claim 
to have seen the former govenuv 
use drugs. Some(»ie in O'Brien's 

office supposedly overheard the 
conversation and telephoned Slate 
Senator Sonny Stallings widi the 
news, Franklin said. 

Franklin said whoever placed 
him in CXBrien's office is "a damn 
liar. I haven't been to Mr.

O'Brien's office in well over two 
years. Furthermore, I've nev» dis- 
cussed with Mr. O'Brien whether

Regarding the rumored Robb 
affidavits, Franklin said only "I 
neither confirm nor deny" Uieir 



existence. 

Franklin commented about the 
continuing publicity. "I think the 
press has beien very fair to me," he 
said. He added that the press 
coverage has made people more 
willing to talk to him. "I've had

Neither reporter was refened to 
Leighty. Both left messages at the 
governor's switchboard and were 
told that their calls would be re- 
turned. 

The story went to press with- 
out an official comment from 
Baliles' office.

mended a site at the comer of First 
Court Road and Greenwell Road. 
Of the five sites studied, this site 
would be the least expensive to 
develop-$8.7 million- $125,000 
less than the next least expensive 
option. The differences ranges to 
$600,000 because of the resulting 
relocation of existing park facili- 
ties, subsurface conditions and 
offsite devetopment costs. 

Residents of Bayville Park, 
however, are concerned that 
Greenville Road, which runs 
through the subdivision and is al- 
ready used as a shortcut between 
Shore Drive and Pleasure House

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Council gets. briefing on Back Bay Refuge

The City Council received a most interesting briefing on Sept. 6 from 
our colleagues at the Back Bay National Wildlife Refuge. The presentation, 
in addition to describing the Back Bay Refuge and the National Wildlife 
Refuge System, included a discussion of a dynamic new program under- 
taken by the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service to establish a broad framework 
for waterfowl management and conservation efforts in the United States and 
Canada through the year 2000. 

This program stemmed from an agreement between the Secretary of the 
Interior, Donald Hodel, and the Canadian Environment Minister, Thomas 
MacMillan, on May 14, 1986. Known as the North American Waterfowl 
Management Plan, this agreement between the two nations sets forth a 
course of action to be taken between now and the year 2000 to assure the 
continued survival of abundant populations of ducks, geese and swans. The 
plan may provide for future expansion of the Back Bay National Wildlife 
Refuge here in Virginia Beach. 

For those of our citizens who have been fortunate enough to visit the 
Back Bay National Wildlife Refuge, I am sure you can appreciate how 
blessed Virginia Beach is to have such a wonderful natural area within our 
boundary. The Back Bay area has long been noted for its reputation as a 
"sportsman's paradise." In recent years, however, visiting waterfowl popu- 
lations have diminished along with the populations of other aquatic and 
terrestrial animals to whom Back Bay is home. 

Aggressive efforts on the part of the City of Virginia Beach, the federal

government and the Commonwealth of Virginia have allcmpicd to develop 
a comprehensive management plan for the p-escrvation and enhancement of 
the entire Back Bay watershed. For its part, the federal government, 
through the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service, has developed this far-reaching 
waterfowl management plan iSnd brought information on the Back Bay 
component to the City Council last week. 

As part of the overall management plan objectives, it has been deter- 
mined by the Fish and Wildlife Service that additional acreages of marsh 
and habitat need to be protected in order for the goal of increasing water- 
fowl populations to be achieved. Toward that end. the Fish and Wildlife 
Service is developing a proposal to expand the existing boundary at the 
Back Bay National Wildlife Refuge. 

The existing refuge boundary was established in 1938 and consists of 
approximately 4,608 acres. In addition, approximately 4,600 acres of open 
water within the refuge boundary were designated as off-limits to hunting

Staff representatives from the Fish 
and Wildlife Service Iviefed the City Council and congressional representa- 
tives recently to explain the proposal and to s^k cooperation in order to 
identify concerns ukI issues early in the planning process. 

To begin with, a study area was designated around the northern and 
western shorelines of Back Bay within which important habitats for water- 
fowl management purposes lay. This study area consists of approximately 
8,400 acres of water and upland. Within this area, the environmental as- 
sessment will (Hitline various lands fw acquisition by the federal govern- 
ment in order lo provide long-term protection. 

Once the eovinmmental assessment is completed, certain areas within 
the study area will be identified and prioritized as candidate parcels for ac- 
quisition under a voluntary program between the federal government md 
private property owners. The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service has assured 
the City Council that the acquisition of any property within the study area 
for the purpose of expanding the refuge will be conducted on a voluntary 
sale ba^ with no plans for condemnation of any private property. 

If the recommendations of the final environmental assessment are ap- 
proved, the Fish and Wildlife Service will then begin acquiring lands under 
that program. As sufficient acreages are acquired, the areas will be managed 
to emphasize im)tection of existing fish and wildlife populations and their 
associated habitats. Wildlife orioited recreation and educational activities on 
refuge lands will be permitted so long as they are deemed compatible with 
conservation objectives. 

This pr(^x>sed expansion program would expand the potential for envi- 
ronmental CMducation and interpretation c^portunities for the citizens of 
Virginia Beach and the Tidewater area. Should the Back Bay National 
Wildlife Refuge be expanded beytxid its current boundaries, it is my feeling 
that a most w(m(terful natural treasure lying within our city limits will be 
afforded greater prelection in order to provide the kinds of quality of life 
amenities that we have so kxig enjoyed in the Back Bay area. 

The city q>preciates the co(^rative attitude expressed by the federal 
government in the development of this exciting program and we look for- 
ward to working ctosdy with the federal representatives in the developmoit 
uid review of the environmental assessment. I am sure that there will be 
many questions raised during the next few months with regard to how this 
program will be developed and I would encourage any reader with concerns 
or questions to transmit them either to Mr. Tony Leger, Refuge Manager Agency of Virginia Beach, a full- 
for Back Bay at 721-2412 or Mr. Jack Whitney, directs of the Office of service mariceting and advertising 
Environmental Management for Virginia Beach at 427-4801 .

Greekf est supporters win reprieve

Greekfest supporters won a re- 
prieve of sorts, and so did City 
Council, as resort merchants 
agreed to put away their petition 
calling for an end to the Greekfest 
Labor Day celebration until all 
aspects had b0en«xamined. 

The discussion and the cease 
fire took place, not in the Council 
Chamber, but in the hallway out- 
side where both sides clashed, 
talked for more than an hour and 
then ended on an amicable note. 



As a result, when Rick W. 
Kowalewitch, owner of RK's 
Windsurf Shop, was called to pre- 
sent his petition to Council he 
was not there to respond. Neither 
was his co-petitioner Bob A. 
Hewett. 

But E. George Minns, who 
said he was from the civil rights 
community, remained to the end 
of the Council nieeting. Later he 
said that the Greekfest supporters 
asked that the petition not be 
submitted because it was prema- 
ture and that all the facts had not 
been properly examined. The peti- 
tion contained 102 signatures of 



merchants from first to 26th 
Streets. 

Approximately 20,000 black 
college students attended the event 
at the beach this year, the fourth 
annual Greekfest to be held here. 
Charges included looted stores, 
fights, destruction of hotel furni- 
ture, drinking in public, urinating 
in the open and threatening 
Oceanfiont employees. 

At a work session earlier. 
Councilman John L. Perry, the 
Council's only black member, said 
that the worst thing the city could 
do would be to keep the Greeks 
out.

The city will appeal a Circuit 
Court decision voiding the city's 
downzoning of property owned by 
the Sandbridge Development Cor- 
poration. 

The suit, brought by the 
Sandbridge Development 
Corporation, is the first of five 
challenging the legality of the 
city's downzoning in 1986 of 
3,500 acres of land south of the 
Green Line to slow down devel- 
opment in the city's rural south 
end. The property, zoned for resi- 
dential use, was downzoncd back 
to agricultural use. 

The appeal, said Mayor Mcy- 
era Obcmdorf, is the result of ad- 
vice given by the city's legal con- 
sultant, Huntley & Williams. 
Councilwoman Reba McClanan, 
who voted against the original 



downzoning, was the only Coun- 
cil member who voted against Uie 
appeal. 

Council had considered the ac- 
tion in an executive session of 
more than a hour prior to the 
meeting. The £q)peal was aR)roved 
without discussion. Oberndorf, 
reading from a statement, said that 
the trial court's ruling was 
"predicted solely upon alleged 
procedural problems and the Court 
has yet to rule on the substantive 
merits of the city's decision to 
downzone approximately 3,500 
acres of land south of the Green 
Line. The city looks forward to a 
full and complete adjudication of 
the case on the merits." 

The Sandbridge Development 
property is part of the land being 
considered by the National Fish 
and Wildlife Service for an expan- 
sion of Bay Back National 
Wildlife Refuge.

Our costal community is blessed with sandy beaches, tidal tributaries, 
and inland bays and waterways all of which Contribute to our way of Itfe 
and our city's economic structure. 

For about four months each year our beaches play host to hundreds of 
thousands of visitors who come here primarily to enjoy the water envi- 
ronment, lust as our beaches play host to these daily and overnight visitors 
the waters which borcter these beaches have been known to play host to one 
of nature's most powerful and deadly storms, the hurricane. 

Although Virginia Beach's history is more associated with the begin- 
ning of our nation rather than with the destruction caused by hurricanes, 
these storms have left their mark on our area. 

Recorded history or references to hurricanes in the Tidewater area dates 
back to August 24. 1635, when a major hurricane "could have affected the 
Virginia Coast." On Sept. 6, 1667. it is believed that a hurricane caused 
the widening of the Lynnhaven River when the bay rose 12 feet above 
normal and "many people had to flee." Reference is made to a violent 
storm on Oct. 29. 1693. that "slopped the course of ancient channels and 
made some where there never were any." (It is very likely that Rudee Inlet 
was created or started by a hurricane). 

Records also indicate that a tremendous hurricane on Oct. 19. 1749, 
with a tide of 15 feet, washed up 800 acres of sand on the north side of 
Norfolk. An 1806 hurricane, referred to as the "Great Hurricane of 1806," 
added to this sand bar which is now known as Willoughby Spit. These and 
other seventeenth and eighteenth century hurricanes were noted in ships 



logs, newspaper accounts, history books ^d other writings. 

On Jan. 1, 1871, the National Weather Service established an office in 
downtown Norfolk. Thus began official documented accoiaits of hurricanes 
affecting the Tidewater area. The remainder of the nineteenth century pro- 
duced numerous hurricanes with maximum winds recorded at 88 mph at 
Cape Henry and tides at Sewells Point reaching 8.8 feet above normal. Of 
notable mention was a 1846 hurricane that formed Hatteras and Oregon In- 
lets and one in 1878 that took eighteen lives when the ship A.S. Davis 
went ashore near Virginia Beach. 

The twentieth century has also hosted numoous hurricanes the follow- 
ing of which are noteworthy and no doubt remembered by many of our 
fesidents: 

1933, August 23-Flood of record established for the area at 9.69 
feet. Eighteen lives lost. (Although this hurricaiw hokls the flood of record 
it was only a category two which is not even considered a major hurricane. 
Hurricanes are categorized from one to five with major hurricanes 
beginning at category three). 

1944, Sept. 14-Highest one minute wind speed of 134 mph recorded 
at Cape Henry. Gusts were estimated at 150 mph. 

1960, Sept. 12-Donna-This was the last hurricane to actually pass 
over this area. Donna w^s a category one and claimed three lives in 
Virginia Beach. 

1962, March 6-8-Ash Wednesday Storm-The most distructive

Two centuries ago, John Adams wrote, "The whole people must take 
upon themselves the education of the whole people, and must be willing to 
bear the expense of it." The words are direct and uncomplicated. Indeed, it 
is inviting to think that education in that time was much simpler than it is 
now, and that the expense, therefore, was much less. 

The educational task we face now seems to be a much more complex 
one, so complex in fact that John Adams' wisdom seems scarcely to apply. 
But we delude ourselves if we think that those words have no relevance to- 
day. 

When your country was founded, education was one of the few safe- 
guards against the unknown future. As a group of isolated colonies with 
dependent economies and leaders inexperienced in national government, our 
early communities had no certainty that they could survive as a country. 
Now that we are a vast, strong and rich worid power, it seems more than 
ever necessary to heed John Adams' words. 

The shadows of future global problems demand the knowledge and 
foresight that can only come from the education of the whole people. And 
for that we must turn to a comprehensive and flexible system of education. 
The schools, which belong to all of us, as John Adams hopes they would, 
are our best guide into the unknown. The expense we must bear for them 
is of concern, and time and active care. 

Our schools need our care, and taking care of a school is more than re- 
moving trash and repairing broken equipment and replacing damaged in-

structional materials. It involves a maintenance of spirit among students 
and teachers and other school personnel. That spirit, which we often call 
morale, in turn flows back to us and to all the othw members of our com- 
munity. 

Caring about our schools is not necessarily constructive unless we can 
turn the care into positive action. We are all familiar with the kind of care 
that takes the form of complaining and hand-wringing about what has gone 
wrong with education. Complaints are verbalized in conversation as well as 
in the newspapers and otho" media. 

How Can We Make Caring Constructive? 

There are many things you can do. One of the most important is to 
encourage young people towards a sense that the schools belong to them as 
well as to adults. What steps do you take to help students to Utis realiza- 
tion? You can find out as much as possible facing the school and students

Democracy depends on the voting public 




After celebrating the Bicentennial of our Constitution last year, 
Americans may feel satisfied about our government 

We may feel comfortable that our democracy gives us a voice in who 
represents us and who makes our laws. But America faces a serious threat 
to our democracy as more and more of us are giving up our voice and not 
speaking out-by not voting. 

In every p-esidcntial election since universal suffrage was ad&pt&d, the 
number of persons who did not vote was greater than the number who 
voted for the winner in each campaign. The highest percentage ever 
achieved by a winning candidate for President was in 1964 when Lyndon 
Johnson captured 37.8 percent of the voting age population. 

Voter participation in the United States is embarrassingly low com- 
pared to all other industrial democracies and it gets worse with each elec- 
tion. The number of Americans who bother to vote progressively dimin- 
ished from 1960 when 63 percent of the eligible voters voted to 1980 
when only 53 percent did. A recent congressional study showed that the 
United States had the lowest voter turnout among 28 democratic nations 
surveyed. 

Things are no better in our city of Virginia Beach. In the councilmanic 
election held this past May, we had the lowest percentage of voters since 
the city was formed in 1%3. according to Marlene J. Hager, voter regisutu-. 

In the United States, it has been estimated that there are 81 million 
people who could vote, but do not. In fact, there are 13 million fewer reg-

istered voters nationwide than in 1984. Dr. Hager reports Uiat Virginia 
Beach now has 132,000 registered voters, but she estimates that there are at 
least another 15,000 who are eligible to registv. She added that in 1984 
approximately 7,000 registered on the last day. 

Experts say that registration is the key to increasing voter participa- 
tion. There is still time to register to vote in the upcoming {H-esidential 
election, but the deadline is Saturday, Oct. 8, at 5 p.m. On that day, in 
Virginia Beach, there will be 15 satellite offices open fixMn 9 a.m. until 5 
p.m. with special voter registration at the Central Library from 10 a.m. 
until 5 p.m. In addition, you may register at K-Mart, Chimney Hill, from 
11 a.m. to 5 p.m.; at K-Mart, Kemps River Crossing Center, 9 a.m. to 5 
p.m.; and at Farm Fresh on Shore Drive, noon to 5 p.m.

A hurricane is definitely a disaster even if it is a mmor storm. During 
high winds, anything that can be ripped loose and carried away by the 
strong winds can be lethal and cause severe injuries to your body. Imagine 
what a street sign would do if it is being carried by a 100 mile an hour 

Firefighters are equipped with full j»otecUve clothing, heavy canvas 
pants and coat, knee high rubber boots, leather gloves and a very hard 
plastic helmet with eye-shields.

When the emergency waters adc you to leave (evacuate), please do so. 
Some diehards want to "ride the storm out," because they have done it in 
the last without incident Well maybe yoiff iKMne on the beach survived a 
100 mile gusts over the years but will it survive a 105 mile gust? You 
dwi't know what will happen to your suiicture so please leave if asked to 
do so. Load n) the car and head west for a cotq}le days. 

When you are adced to evacuate, shut off all the power throughout the 
house excefH the refrigerator. Place a blanket ovct the entire refrigerator to 



keep the cold air from escaping if the power docs go ouL Shut off the gas 
to your appliances and the interior water cut off valve. Tape or board up 
your windows. Pick up all loose items in the yard and collect your valu- 
able items such as insurance policies and photo albums. . ^ . 

If you are inland but still close enough for moderate impact of a tropi- 
cal storm or hurricane, fill water jugs up with water and again, tape Or 
board up your windows. Fill your automobile up with gas and stay in- 
formed to tiie Storms movements. Never venture outside dunng the storm. 
Flying debris is dangerous. , . , • u

coastal storm to the Virginia Beach oceanfront. It was not even a hurricane. 
This storm was a northeaster which kept our oceanfront under northeast 
winds and pounding surf for three days. Damage was estimated at over $8 
million. Maximum flooding reached approximately 6.7 feet along the 
oceanfront Hooding in Broad Bay reached a record 5.4 feet above normal. 

J64, Sept. 1-Cleo-Alihough hurricane Cleo passed over Virginia 
Beacn in its post hurricane stages it dropped 1 1.40 inches of rain in a 24 
hour period. This is the heaviest rainfall recorded to dale for our area. 

1985, Sept. 27-Gloria-A major (category three) hurricane passed 
just 45 miles to the east of Cape Henry. Virginia Beach fell only mild 
fringe elTects from this storm which carried an estimated tide surge of 12 to 
14 feet and 120 mph winds. Tides at Virginia Beaclrran only 5.5 feet 
above normal with peak wind gusts recorded at 67 mpluii Norfolk Airport. 
The potential for loss of life and high property dama/e would have been 
gre^ if this huiricaiM had passed over our area. 

1986, August 17-Charley -Charley came inlan/over Cape Hatteras, 
North Carolina, and was in its post hurricane stages when passing over 
Virginia Beach. Winds woe recorded at Cape H^nry at 54 mph gusiing to 
82 mph with tides of 5.4 feel. 

We have b^n extremely fortunate with a6 hurricane history. It would 
be boring if compared to that of many Guff Coast communities. For this 
reason (lack of experience and false iminntons from fringe effects such as 
Gloria ) Q ur lives and properly are vumend)je should ji major h urrican e 
^kc. 

As enjoyable as living in a coastal community is, we must be awae of 
and prepare for one of these devastating storms. Our history and the 
experience of other communities demands it

In spite of the brightness of today's young people, learning does not 
proceed without help. And the help of the teacher must be supported out- 
side the classroom. Parents need to know the objectives of various types of 
instruction so that they can explain those goals to their children. If the 
teacher sends explanatory material home, read it carefully, so that you can 
answer your own questions, as well as those of your children. 

You can also help other persons in the community toward a better un- 
derstanding of the schools. Even if they are not parents, they are interested 
in education. Tell them why it is so important to vote for local bond is- 
sues designed to support education. Encourage them to inform themselves 
^XNit local and national political candidates who are favorable toward pub- 
Uc education, and to work to put such candidates in office. 

Although it is true that all learning does not and cannot take place in 
the classroom, it is also true that the best classroom learning takes place 
when the ratio of pupils to teacher is small. When it is possible for a 
teacher to show interest in each student in a classroom, it is easier for all 
students to use their energies constructively. It is important, therefore, that 
parents and other membo^ of the community woiic together to make sure 
that the pupil-teacher ratio is kept as low as possible. 

Lowering class size is one of the most important challenges facing the 
Virginia Beach schools. Lowering class size will be a very expensive 
fmoposiiion, but academic success for many of our students will diminish 
in the next 10 years if class size is not adjusted.

Salster said a recent poll sur- 
vey said 69% of the public felt 
Robb showed bad judgement by 
attending the parties. He said the 
commercial reflects Robb's bad 
judgement and Dawkins' being 
tough on drugs. 



Julia Southerland, Robb's 
press secretary, said, "It's unfortu- 
nate Reverand Dawkins has chosen 
to ignore his earlier instincts to 
talk about the issues and has cho- 
sen to pursue the type of cam- 
paign that most Virginians find 
offensive." 

Southerland added that she did 
not feel the commercial would 
negatively effect Robb's cam- 
paign, although in a recent pub- 
lished report Robb said the com- 
mercial could destroy the 
Republican party. 

Salster reacted to that state- 
ment by saying, "I doubt vwy se- 
riously whether he knows what 
he's talking about. We have not 
received any complaints and don't 
intend to." 

The $100,000 commercial, 
which is being aired in Hampton 
Roads, Richmond and Northern 
Virginia, was funded by the Na- 
tional Republican Senatorial 
Committed.

1 tormenting community 88Paralympic games

Editor's note: Allegations of 
pet and animal abuse are usually 
taken very seriously by all local 
communities, even when the al- 
leged abuses occur outside a par- 
ticular commurdty's city limits. 
The Portsmouth community and 
its city officials are currently 
struggling with allegations of 
cruelty and other irregularities in 
an investigation at its Humane 
Society's animal shelter. This 
article is being published this 
week in The Virginia Beach Sun, 
The Portsmouth Times and The 
Chesapeake Post as a public ser- 
vice. 

The criminal investigation of 
the Portsmouth Humane Society, 
which is being accused of eu- 
thanizing animals before the for- 
mal period had passed, treating 
animals cruelly and falsifying 
records at the shelter, has been re- 
opened by city officials. 

The Humane Society presi- 
dent. Max Chapman, said this is a 
"non-story" and further investiga- 
tions are unnecessary. 



The case, which was first in- 
vestigated by Lieutenant Richard 
Gaddis almost a year ago, was 
supposedly dropped in May. 
Carol Pratt, public information 
officer and spdcesman for the city 
manager's office, said " the case 
was not dropped. Mr. Orton has 
been reviewing each situation, one 
by one." 

According to published re- 
ports, a police case file of the in- 
vestigation cites 1 1 1 counts of al- 
leged cruelty to animals by Lewis 
Tefft, director of the shelter. 

Pratt said the city manager's 
office did review the case file and 
it "does appear that there were eu- 
thanizations that were inappropri- 
ately handled." The file also states 
that some of the animals were not 
held for the seven day period re- 
quired by the city code. 

Donna Ramsey, investigative 
correspondent for People for the 
Ethical Treatment of Animals in 
Washington, D.C., anonymously 
received a copy of the case file and 
said, "there is evidence that some 
of the animals had been put to 
sleep the second day after they 
came in."

Editor's note: Virginia Beach 
and Chesapeake both enjoyed the 
distinction last spring of offering 
for the first time its voting com- 
munity the opportunity to directly 
elect its mayor by popular vote. 
In Virginia Beach, Meyera Obern- 
dorf easily outdistanced her oppo- 
nents and has assumed her post in 
relative tranquility. In contrast, 
Chesapeake voters elected David I. 
Wynne as mayor in a hotly con- 
tested and expensive race. Soon 
after taking office, Wynne found 
himself explaining to his council 
colleague^ the community and the 
media, how. expensive design 
changes in thk mayor's office, be- 
ing built in tkat city's new $18 
million city fuill building, were 
achieved without the city council 
approval. Having weathered that 
squall, Wynne now finds himself 
responding to rumors of "dirty 
politics" stemming from last 
spring's election. 

The following article is being 
published this week in The Vir- 
ginia Beach Sun, The Chesapeake 
Post and The Portsmouth Times 
as a public service. 

Mayor David I. Wynne main- 
tains he won Chesapeake's first 
direct election of the mayor's race 
fairly and challenges anyone who 
disagrees to produce evidence sup- 
porting their claim. 

"I think it's dirty laundry," 
Wynne said. "It's high time people 
put water under the bridge. All I've 
heard since the elecrion is sour 
gr^KS." 

Wynne said accusations 
against his campaign were "wild." 

"If they have proof otherwise," 
he continued, "let them come for- 
ward." 

A public allegation of "dirty" 
campaign practices surfaced last 
week in The Chesapeake Post in 
an article about mayoral candi- 
dates' unpaid campaign debts 
stemming from last wing's elec- 
tion. V 

Councilman Gary Markham, 
who finished fourth in the hotly 
contested race, said in the article, 
"Frankly, I think it was a very 
dirty campaign." He defined to 
comment after the article was 
published on exactly what he 
meant by "dirty." 

"If I had wanted to come forth . 
I would have done it earlier," 
Maikhamsaid. 
Wynne said he has heard for 



months the rumws of unfair and 
unethical campaign priK^tices by 
some candidates. 

"I think I was the subject of a 
lot of that," Wynne said, adding 
that he is willing to address all 
questions about him, his cam- 
paign and his campaign contribu- 
tions. 

Wynne, who won the mayor's 
seat by 160 more votes than John 
Butt, and 5,896 more votes than 
Henry Pace, said he ran an effec- 
tive campaign and won the elec* 
tion by working hard. 

"We won because we woriced 
harder." Wynne said. "I was the 
only candidate who went door to 
door from January to the election . 
. . I think we won because we 
worked harder." 

Wynne said the accusationswe 
being made by "cotain individuals 
who ran a close race who just 
won't realize that the race is over." 

Chesapeake Republican 
Committee Chairman Frank 
Driscoll said he didn't think the 
race was dirty at all. 

"In my observation of the 
mayor's campaign I saw no dirt," 
he said. "I saw an expensive hard 
working campaign." 

Driscoll ^d Wynne won be- 
cause he worked harder. . 

"I think David Wynne won 
because he worked harder, he 
knocked on more doors, he got out 
thoe more." he said. 

Other mmon include those 
that assert Wyime had an edse in 
the race because of substantial 
contributions to his campaign 
from the Republican committees 
at both the state iuid local levels, 
and his brother's position in 
Landmark Communications, 
which publishes The Virginia-Pi- 
lot and The Ledg»-Star. 

The conuibutions Wynne re- 
ceived totaled $31,000 from the 
two committees although no 
breakdown of the sourcxs of those 
funds is available. The first 
contribution was from the local 
Republican Party as stated in the 
April 29. 1988 Contribution and 
Expenditure Repwt filed at the 
Chesapeake Registrar's office. It 
was for $5,000. In the June 10, 
1988 report there was a local 
Republican Party contribution of 
$1,000 and a state Republican 
Party contribution of $24,000. 

With regard to his brother's

School psychologists dedicated to children

This year the school division's school psychologists will formally as- 
sess approximately 2,000 students and will become involved, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, with countless more. The woridoad is overwhelming, 
and the responsibility is enormous. The gratification is limited; the de- 
mands are endless. 

In the 12 years since I first interviewed in Virginia Beach, one consis- 
tsat fact remains: we have a tremendous backlog. Sometimes, of course, 
the backlog is worse than others. 

I have come to dread progress reports, report cards, and retention no- 
tices. Of course, it is better. Federal regulations have mandated the max- 
imum allowable number of days which are available to assess any one 
child. Often we have worked right up to the deadline to ensure that the 
child has been appropriately assessed and is receiving the most beneficial 
services. Often die job is not easy. The process, quite naturally, has its 
flaws but I am pleased with the professionalism that is displayed in my 
schools. Most of all. I am proud of my colleagues. 

I all modesty. I must say that we are a very professional staff. We are 
the only group of Certified Mental Health Ftofessionals in the division 
who are able to provide the extensive services that a system our size de- 
mands. In addition to our regularly assigned duty to conduct psychological 
assessments, many of us are going beyond that one minute aspect of our 
training to offer a variety of skills to better serve every child who needs us. 

In any given day, individuals and/or group sessions are taking place 



where children are able to work through the "rough" spots in their lives. 
The waiting lists are long for children who need us and every effort is made 
to accommodate "our" children. Often, we cannot see everyone and you 
feel as if you are in a war and the children are like the incoming wounded 
who must be triaged with those who need immediate care being serviced. 
Those who may need some "prevention" may be missed until, unfortu- 
nately, something hs^pens and the "intervention" mode must occur. 

As if there were not enough to do, our staff has gone one step further 
and now offws a Crisis Intervention Team. Whenever a crisis occurs, such 
as the death of a student or teacher or some event occurs which adversely 
affects the well-being of our children, the CI Team intervenes. The inter- 
vention is immediate and comprehensive; the team converges on a l»iilding 
and works with sUidents and staff providing whatever assistance is needed 
to restore ordw to a potentially chaotic sitiiation. In the period from De- 
cember, 1987 to June, 1988, the Team was called out approximately 10 
times to deal with various crisis situations. Each lime was unique with 
our skills and endurance greatly tested. 

It is important to emphasize that each school psychologist is dedicated 
to providing services to each child age 2 through 22. The cold reality is 
that in shear numbers, it is virtually impossible to do so. The 18 of us are 
divided among the various schools. With a total population of about 
66 500 students, the average psychologist is responsible for over 3,600 
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and the Pledge of Allegiance 



As children, we all learned a rhyme to help us remember the year 
Columbus discovered the New World. "In fourteen ninety-two, Columbus 
sailed the ocean blue! " 

Today it is doubtful many young children have heard this verse. Much 
less that many could name Uie flagship or two caravels that made the his- 
toric voyage. You might test this theory tonight by quizzing your own 
children. 

Luckily, we were not required to recite the actual data of the landing, 
which according to the Journal Columbus kept, was October 12. We are 
calling the 10th Columbus Day this year because Congress adopted Public 
Law 90-363 in June 1968, designating the second Monday of October as 
Columbus Day. 

This "Monday Holiday Uw" went into effect in 1971, and the holiday 
has only fallen on the correct date of the 12Ui twice since - last year and in 

Technically, there are no national holidays in the United States. Each 
state has jurisdiction over its holidays, which can be designated by execu- 
tive proclamation, and Congress, by legislative enactment, can legally 
designate holidays only for the District of Columbia and federal employees 
throughout die United States. 

In practice, however, most states observe federal legal public holidays. 
Columbus Day will be a holiday for the military, banks and federal offices 
as well as for state agencies. But the City of Virginia Beach will operate 



as usual. So will the City Schools. 

Columbus Day used to be a major holiday, celebrated with flag rais- 
ings, gigantic parades and other patriotic ceremonies. It is interesting to 
note'tiiat not even Uie merchants capitalize on the event anymore. 

AlUiough die land he discovered was not named for him, Uie name 
"Columbia" is often used as a personification of the United States. In 
1784, King's College in New York City became Columbia College. 
Later, Uie nation's capital was named Uie District of Columbia. Towns, 
cities, and rivers Uiroughout Uie nation bear his name. In Virginia, Uiere is 
a Columbia and a Columbia Furnace. 

Here in Virginia Beach, Uie names of streets, buildings and subdivi- 
sions honor Columbus. According to David SmiUi of Uie City's Planning 
Deparunent. Uiere is a Columbia Road, a Columbus Street. Columbus 
Square. Columbus Station East and Columbus Loop Apartments. Con- 
trary to popular belief, Uierc is no street named Uic Columbus Loop. 

The first celebration of Columbus Day took place in New York City to 
commemorate Uie 300Ui anniversary of Uie discovery. This event was 
sponsored by Uie Tammany Society or Columbian Order and took place on 
October 12, 1792. A monument was dedicated to Columbus. That same 
day, anoUier monument was dedicated in Baltimore, Maryland. 

But it was Uie celebration of Uie 400Ui anniversary of Uie discovery by 
Columbus which did more Uian anyUiing else to promote an annual obser-

Councilman John D. Moss, 
who proposed the resolution 
Monday, said, however, that he 
liked to think the city's School 
Board joins Council in encourag- 
- ing the state not to reduce the 
number of categories when the 
public wants to see good account- 
ability. He said that the state 
^' board's proposal is a step in the 
wrong direction. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
said that he thought Council was 
getting "nxne involved" and voted 
against the resolution. Council- 
man John L. Perry also voted 
1 1 against the resolution. 

A concern over park needs in 
the Kempsville Borough has 
spurred a study of park needs 
throughout the city. 

Councilman John D. Moss, 
who initially had asked the staff 
fw a report on park needs in the 
Kempsville Borough, the most 
populous in the city, recently 
. asked that Council consider the 
city as a whole. 

Moss, who is the Kempsville 
Borough council member, asked 
that City Manager Aubrey V. 
Watts. Jr., return to Council with 
a financing {dan for the acquisition 
of open space which would pro- 
vide for the city's recreation needs 
, through the year 2010. "Now is 

the time to act," he said. "Land is 
never going to be cheaper than it 
is today." 

Noting that Watts is planning 
to propose a funding mechanism 
for acquiring school and recreation 
sites in the upcoming Capital Im- 
provement Program (CIP), Moss 
put on hold a resolution directing 
the city manage to implement the 
Kempsville study area report re- 
leased Sept. 15. 

The study shows that 
Kempsville has a park acreage de- 
r ficiracy of 124 acres, but also that 
the Pungo-Blackwater and Court- 
house-Sandbridge study areas are 
the only study area that do not 
have a defKieacy in park acreage. 

Kempsville has 27 neighbor- 
hood parks with 79 acres. Based 
on the population of the study area 
of 85,344 people, the recom- 
mended acreage for park land is 
598. 

The study area also has 58 
acres of undevetoped park acreage 
and 15 acres of future park acreage 
for a total of 299 acres in parks. 
When school acreage available for 
recreation of 175 acres is added, 
Kempsville is left with a deficit of 
124 acres. 

The CIP provides $250,000 
per year over a period of five yeare 
for the acquisition of open space. 
The Department of Parks and 
Recreation has identified open 
space in the study area and has 

contacted three landowners with 
offers to purchase their property. 
The landowners declined, but the 
city is persisting in efforts to ^- 
quire property in Kempsville, ac- 
cording to the report 

Parks and Recreation also has 
I recommended d^ development of a 
community or district park con- 
sisting of a minimum of 40 to 50 
acres. Preliminary estimates on 
cost for community or district 
parks in the area are between 
$3,450,000 and $4,312,500. 

Develc^rs are required under 
city ordinances to reserve open 
space. The cost per acre for 
acquiring the reserve park acreage 
varies from $128,000 for R-10 
(10,000 square-foot tots) residen- 
tial property, to $216,000 for R- 
5D zoned firopcny, to $192,000 
aa acre fw R-7.5 (7,500 square- 
foot tots) zwied property.

vance of Columbus Day. In 1892, the House of Representatives appropri- 
ated funds for the Worid's Columbian Exposition. President Benjamin 
Harrison proclaimed October 12. 1892 a holiday for the people of the 
United States, stating: 

"Columbus stood in his age as a pioneer of progress and achievement 
The system of universal education is. in our age. the most prominent and 
salutary feature of the spirit of enlightenment, and it is peculiarly 
appropriate that the schools be made by die people die center of the day's 
demonstration. Let Uie national flag float over every schoolhouse in the 
country, and the exercises be such as shall impress upon your youth the 
patriotic duties of Ammcan citizenship." 

The editor of a children's magazine. The Youth's Companion of 
Boston, urged all public schools to raise flags, as President Harrison had 
suggested. Francis Bellamy, a former minister who was on the magazine 
staff, is credited with having composed "The Pledge of Allegiance." for use 
by school children during diat Columbus Day celebration. 

The original version, published in die September 8. 1892 issue of that 
magazine, was "I pledge allegiaiK^e to my flag, and to Uie republic for 
which it stands, one nation indivisible with liberty and justice for all." In 
1923. "my flag" was changed to "Uie Flag of the United States," and in 
1954. die irfirase "under God" was added by a Congressional Act. 

TTie first legal celebration of Columbus Day took place in New York 
State in 1909 after a bill was signed into law by Governor Charles Evans 
Hughes. Two Italian ships were sent to New York City for ihat celebra- 
tion. Their crews marched in die parade to Columbus Circle. Governor 
Hughes addressed die Knights of Columbus in Carnegie Hall. Odier states 
followed suit and legalized Columbus Day. In 1934, President Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt urged a nation-wkk observance. 

Scandinavian-Americans claim diat we should be honoring Lief Erirk- 
son. They point out diat Columbus actually discovered Central and Soudi 
Arnica. Our Latin-American neighbors use the occasion to honor their 
Spanish heritage. 

Finally, we are no longer sure which island was die one Columbus 
named "San Salvador." For years, histcmans concluded diat die island was 
die preset WaUing Island. Howevo-. in November 1986. die National 
Geographic published an article rediarting the q)ic voyage and citing evi- 
dence to stqjport die theory diat die island was actually Samana Cay. 

A National Commission was recoitly formed to plan a big celebration 
to commemorate the 500di anniversary of Columbus' discovery. 1992 
will also mark the 100th annivereary of The Pledge of Allegiance to' the 
Flag of die United States.

1,430 students in the Sand- 
bridge/Courthouse and 
Kempsville/Holland study areas. 
He said that the most likely use 
for the school would be as a satel- 
lite facility foe students from 
overcrowded areas. He said tlurt the 
facility was not considered suitable 
for continued use as a school. 

Moss said that the answer was 
not satisfactory and that "they

enrollment projections 

With the ^ntJUiuing rapid growth of Virginia Beach, one 
of the more difficult challenges faced by school division em- 
ployees annually is projecting how many students will be in 
school die following Septemter 30, the official reporting date 
set by the state. 

What is worse is that classroom space must be allocated 
and new teachers and other employees must be hired based 
(HI those projections. Last year school prognosticators were 
about 250 students too high; this year, they were about 500 
too high. For both years, that is less than a onepercent mar- 
gin of error. Not bad for figures that can be affected by ev- 
erything from military transfers to a change in interest rates, 
from any changes in building patterns to the rate at which 
new residents come to Virginia Beach, and even from public- 
ity the city and schools get to bad weatfier. 

The official student head count in the public schools of 
Virginia Beach on Septembc0O was 66,999, 2,376 more 
than on that same date a~yeHr ago. As expected, most of the 
growth occurred in the elementary grades. The number of 
students in secondary schools remained generally stable. 

The number of new students transierring into Virginia 
Beach schools this year increased over the previous year's 
number of transfers by 55. This year, there were 5,618; last 
year, there were 5,563. For the second year in a row, the 
number of new military dependents declined. This year's total 
is 2,168; last year's was 2,317, down from the all-time high 
of 2,449 in 1986. 

Nearly one-quarter of this year's new students (1,308) 
were in school last year somewhere else in Virginia: the 
largest numbers of those students came from other Tidewater 
cities and counties. About half of all transfers (2,842) came 
from other states; another seven percent (398) were in school 
in 43 foreign countries and territories last year; and about 
one-quarter of the transfers (1,427) attended private schools 
in Tidewater, elsewhere in Virginia, in other states, and for- 
eign countries and territories last year. 

While new students came from every state in the Union 
and the District of Columbia to Virginia Beach, North and 
South Dakota are barely represented. Each lost one student to 
Virginia Beach. States sending the most students were North 
Carolina, New York, California, and Florida. 

The majority of foreign country entrants came from Italy, 
Japan, Germany, and England, where there is a large military 
presence. One student each came from Austria, Bolivia, 
Brazil, Ecuador, Malta, New Zealand, Thailand, Tonga, 
Turkey, and Wales.

A representa- 
tive payee may be a parent or legal 
guardian, a relative, or an official 
of an institution in which the per- 
son is staying. Minor children re- 
quire representative payees. The 
law also requires that drug addicts 
or alcoholics receiving disability 
payments under the supplemental 
security income (SSI) program

Social Security recently re- 
minded its representative payees 
that they are being held account- 
able fn- the propet use of the funds 
and may be called upon to provide 
an accounting periodically. 

In general, the representative 
payee must first make sure the 
person's day-to-day basic needs are 
met. If he of she can manage 
small amounts of spending money 
this should be made available. 

The benefits may be used for 
any special needs the person has, 
such as: school expenses, 
rehabilitation w medical expenses, 
insurance premium; current pay- 
ments on a house in which the 
beneficiary has an interest; tax 
payments: and certain other ex- 
penses. 

Any money not used for 
meeting basic and special needs 
must be saved or invested. Pre- 
ferred investments are U.S. sav- 
ings bonds registered in the per- 
son's nune and Social Security 
mmbei with the name of the rep- 
resentative payee identified as 
such. If the money is deposited in 
a savings «xount, the represen- 
tative payee should check with the 
Social Security office for the 
proper idmtification of the account 
according to state and local law. 

Representative payees are re- 
sponsible for promptly reporting 
certain events to the Social Secu- 
rity AdminisU'ation which may 
affect the person's monthly check, 
such as:

Public libraries - past and present

Recently I had the privilege of touring four Russian citizens through 
several city facilities and landmarics. We culminated our visit at the new 
Virginia Beach Central Libraty on Virginia Beach Boulevard. 

As I was listening to Carolyn Baricley, central librarian, talk about the 
collections and services available in the Central Library and demonstrate 
how the Library's computerized catalog offers mounds of information with 
a few keystrokes, I reminisced about the beginnings of our library system 
in Virginia Beach and thought about my personal involvement with the li- 
brary system over the years. 

Lilx^es and reading were an important part of my childhood growing 
up in Newport News. When I moved to Virginia Beach in 1963, however, 
I used the Kim Memorial Library in downtown Nwfolk because I didn't re- 
alize Virginia Beach h«l any libraries. 

My start in community service began when I was asked in 1968 to 
serve on the Virginia Beach Public Library Board. Early in my tenure on 
that board, I learned of the Virginia Beach Public Library's rich history of 
community involvement 

The first Virginia Beach-Princess Anne County Library (^ned in May 
1959, in the "old telephone building " at 302 22nd Street with an initial 
collection of 5,000 volumes. Local citizens donated the needed mcMiey, ap- 
proximately $28,000, for purchasing and improving the building. Federal 
and State funds were used to purchase books and the City of Virginia Beach 
and Princess Anne County provided funds for continuing operations. In re- 



sponse to the large geographical area of Princess Anne County, bookmo- 
bile service was inaugurated in Ocjpber 1959. 

With the merger of Virginidweach and Princess Anne County in Jan- 
uary 1963, the status of the Library changed from regional to municipal. 
Section 27-1, paragraph 1, of the Code of the City of Virginia Beach indi- 
cates this change: 

The free public library heretofore created by agreement between the 
City of Virginia Beach and Princess Anne County is hereby continued and 
shall be designated the Virginia Beach Public library. 

Rapid growth followed, spurred on by equally rapid expansion of the 
city and its population. The Windsor Woods Branch opened to the public 
in 1966 and was expanded in 1974. The Bayside Branch was dedicated in 
1967 and was also expanded in 1974. In 1968, the Kempsville Branch be- 
gan q)eration; and, in 1976, the Great Neck Branch was dedicated. In 1979, 
the new Oceanfront Branch was opened. The staff and books were moved 
from the small "old telephone building" to the new site on 19th Street and 
Arctic Avenue. The "old telephone building" is now used by several other 
City departments. 

No less than other city departments, the Department of Public Libraries 
found itself in the early 80's struggling to meet the growing demand for 
service. The library system at that time included the five area libraries, 
several divisions and a bookmobile. The aggregate square footage of all

The teachers of the National Education Association have completed a 
bipartisan process that began in Virginia Beach with a local Presidential 
Endorsement Hearing on Oct. 7, 1987. 

At that time, Virginia Beach Education Association members had the 
opportunity to respond to information provided by the 15 Democratic and 
Republican presidential candidates, who were asked to submit a completed 
questionnaire and participate in a videotiq)ed interview. Members' feelings 
about the endorsemrat process and their commitments to candidates were 
recorded and Cwwarded to VEA and NEA. 

Last spring, 1.9 million teachers from all over America elected 8,479 
delegates to represent them at the NEA Representative Assembly in New 
Orleans. After the convention ended, each of these delegates received a bal- 
lot asking which presidential candidate should be endorsed by the National 
Education Association. Dukakis received the votes of 86% of the delegates. 
That margin is substantial and perhaps surprising. 

In light of the fact that 78% of Americans believe education is the 
most important election issue (National Education Association/Gallup 
Spring 1988 Annual Public Opinion Poll), one might ask why the elected 



representatives of the teachers of our nation offer such overwhelming sup- 
port to Governor Michael Dukakis. The answer is found when one exam- 
ines the Reagan-Bush ifecord. 

The Reagan-Bush administration publicly promoted elimination of 
drugs from our schools as they proposed reductions on funding for the 
drug-free schools i^ogram by more than 50%. 

In the Sept. 25 debate. Vice President George Bush praised the McKin- 
ney Homeless Assistance Act, but the Reagan-Bush budget included zero 
funding for education in that act 

During the last seven years, even after Congress has restored many cuts 
proposed in Reagan-Bush budgets, federal funding has dropped 12% in real 
dollars, and higher education funding has decreased by $3 billion. 

Over the past seven years, the Reagan-Bush administration has pro- 
posed $13 billion in cuts to education. If the Reagan-Bush budget had been 
passed as drafted in 1986. federal funding for education would have fallen 
below 1980 levels. 

When Ronald Reagan and George Bush came mto office in 1980, the 
federal government provided 9.2% of the funding for public education. To- 
day that figure has fallen to 6.2%. 

Even the poorest children, who qualify for Chapter I help for the disad- 
vantaged, those who need our help the most, have been hurt. Chapter I is 
serving two million fewer children today than it did in 1980.

good citizen always respects the flag

During October, Virginia Beach public schools are sponsonng a project 
known as the "Election Connection." Every school is planning programs 
on citizenship and the right to vote. Then on Tuesday, Oct 25, aU students 
wiU vote in a mock election. Channel 28 wUl report the results. 

Frank Wool, instructional specialist for the school system's Elemen- 
tary Social Studies, asked me some time ago if he could add my name to 
the speakers list for this project As a member of the Election Connecuon 
Committee, his major responsibility is to assist school coordinators as 
they plan their programs. It will be my pleasure as a participant in this 
outstanding activity to speak about citizenship and flag etiquette to stu- 
dents in a number of school during the next few weeks. 

In my opinion, one of the best characterizations of good citizenship 
may be found in "The American's Creed," written in 1917 by William 
Tyler Page, then clerk of the United States House of Representatives. His 
Creed was accepted on April 3, 1918, by the House of Representauves on 
behalf of the Amwican people. 

The closing lines are these: "I, therefore, believe it is my duty to my 
country to love it; to support its Constitution; to obey its laws; to respect 
iw/Jfl*; and to defend it against all enemies." 

Years ago, this Creed was recited along with "The Pledge of Alle- 
giance" in classrooms nationwide. However, I was surprised when an adult 
observer at a recent welcoming ceremony following a naturalization court 
told me he had never heard it before. The Creed has not been forgouen. It is 



still used as part of the opening ritual at meetings of most patriotic 
groups, such as the Daughters of the American Revolution and the Colo- 
nial Dames of the Seventeenth Century. 

Because I believe flag education is an important part of citizenship 
training, while serving as chairman of the city's Constitution's Celels^tion 
Commission last spring, I was proud to also serve as co-editor with Shar- 
ron Smith, curriculum specialist. Curriculum and Staff Development Ser- 
vices, in preparing a book about Uie flag. 

Copies of Our Flag: Its Proud History, Its Proper Display and Its 
Honorable Retirement, published by the Virginia Beach Public Schools, 
have been placed in all public schools and city libraries. For your infwma- 
tion, the complete and current Flag Code (36 USCS: Sections 170-186) is 
included. 

The forward to tiie book was signed by three members of the Commis- 
sion - Dr. James E. Melvin, Virginia Beach Schools' superintendoit; Rod- 
erick Zano, tiien chairman of Uie SCA Council; and me, stating our desire 
to see the city resplendent with fresh crisp fli^s prior to Memorial Day 
1988. 

Alas, we wctc not totally successful. As I drove around the city a few 
days ago, I was distressed to observe Uxn and dirty flags, including one 
hanging improperly from a lamppost and anothCT from a front porch Stow- 
ing against shrubbery. Some citizens have forgotten the proper position of

Vctorans Day is a month away. Won't you join mc in a new crusade to 
rorrect these flag violations and have our city set an example for aU neigh- 
boring cium by November 11? Flying the flag properly on Veterans Day 
wUl show that we care and respect not only our country and our flag, but 
our veterans as well. 

We have heard a lot of talk during the presidential campaign about our 
nag, but I have yet to hear one candidate ask us to fly the flag proudly. In- 
stead, one candidate has been accused of wrapping himself it! Now that 
would be a violation of the Flag Code, as the flag may never be used as 
w«nngq)parel! 

A good citizen should call attention to flag violations and remind his 
neighbors and local businesses of the flag rules. A torn flag may be 
mended. A dirty flag may be washed or dry cleaned. But when a fl^ is no 
longer a fitting emblem, it should be replaced. Under no circumstances 
should an old flag be put in a garbage can or used as a rag. Actually, the 
preferred mediod of disposal of a flag is by burning, but this should be 
done with dignity. An alternative would be to take the old flag to the post 
office or to a military base for disposal. 

May we never forget that the flag of the United States of America is 
our national emblem and a symbol of freedom to the world. Replacing old 
w(xn and torn flags will show honor to those who fought and died for die 
freedoms we enjoy today. 

A letter to die editor would show suppcnt for this eflNt to ensure that 
all flags in our city are flown pn^rly on Veterans Day.

I am die battie of yesterday and mistake of to- 
mcMrrow. I am die clutch of an kiea. and the reasoned purpose of resolution. 
I am no imwe than you believe me to be and I am all dua you believe I can 
be. I am whatever you make me, nodiing more." 
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diese facilities fell 129,000 square feet short of diat recommended by state 
standards. 

Citizens were experiencing high noise levels, limited w(^ space, shelf 
space and parking. At die same time, use and die demand fox library servue 
were extiemely high widi circulation being widiin die \op five in die 
State. By fiscal year 198S-86, 106,921 users were registered (about 33% of 
die population); library visits annually numbered about 1.2 million; circu- 
lation has tq)ped 1.3 million and 375,000 information requests were being 
answered.

Following die 
completion of a consultant's architectural program, die Deagn Collabora- 
tive of Virginia Beach was commissioned to design a 95.000 square foot 
Central Library emphasizing flexibility, efficiency, ecoiK)my and value. 
Construction began in 1985 and die facility opened to die public on Jan- 
uary 17, 1988. 

The Central Library is die flagship building in a book, media and in- 
formation service delivery system diat emphasizes infmmation service de- 
livery conducted in an energy efficient environment that midces maximum 
use of die skills of die public services staff. The Central Library is capable 
of housing a capacity collection of over 375,000 books, periodicals and 
c(Hnputer software as well as videos, cassettes and compact discs. 

I watched our friends fix)m die Soviet Union gaze widi aesdietic and 
intellectual iqipreciation at our high-tech Central Library. I wondered what 
dieir reaction would have been to die opamg almost 30 years ago of die 
first Virginia Beach-Princess Anne County Library widi its 5,000 vol- 
umes. While die scale and grandeur of die two facilities cannot possibly be 
compared, die fact diat bodi facilities grew from die commitment of our 
citizens to learning, reading and inteUectiial freedom is die diread diat binds 
die Virginia Beach Public Library's past widi its prraent.

Paul Fisher, project director at 
the Hampton Roads Water Quality 
Agency (HRWQMA), disagrees. 



"Only a small portion of the 
Elizabeth River has polluted con- 
ditions. People lend to exaggerate 
about the water system," he said. 

Fisher attributes Bay pollution 
to storm water runoff, which car- 
ries excess fertilizer and lead and 



causes nutrient problems. 

"It's the most pervasive prob- 
lem causing the pollution in the 
Bay," Fisher said. 

Acconling to Jones and Fisher, 
there are Hve major indusu-ial op- 
erations and 44 minor facilities 
permitted to discharge substances, 

including toxics and heavy metals, 
into the Elizabeth. They include, 
Craney Island Naval Supply Cen- 
ter, Virginia Chemicals, Norfolk 
Naval Shipyard.

As the holiday season ap- 
proaches and furri^s {vepare for 
their most popular time of the 
year, the Humane Society of the 
United States (HSUS) has kicked 
off a nationwide anti-fur cam- 
paign. 

"Our message is 'you should 
be ashamed to wear fur,'" saki Dr. 
John Grandy. vice president of the 
HSUS, which is based in 
Washington. D.C. 

The campaign, which is tar- 
geted at the buyer instead of the 
seller, is the largest the HSUS has 
ever conducted, according to 
Grandy. 

No official cost tally of the 
anti-fur campaign is being re- 
leased, but according to Helen L. 
Mittcmight, public relations 
director for the HSUS, it is going 
to be the most expensive 
campaign ever. 

The campaip will target, but 
is not limited to, the three cities 
considered fashion trendsetters. 
New York, Los Angeles and 
Chicago. Local groups are being 
called up(Hi to step up their work 
in conjunction with the national 
campaign. 

"I'm working with local hu- 
mane societies throughout the 
U.S.," Grandy said. "It's really a 
grassroots campaign. Everybody is 
doing s(xnething." 

Connie Wall^rt, president of 
the Tidewater Humane Society, 
said that there are a lot of volun- 
teers locally working with the 



campaign. Wallaert said Becky 
Madden, director of Virginians 
Against Cruelty to Animals, a 
Newport News-based group, is 
organizing the local aspects of the 
campaign, but she could not be 

reached for comment in time for 
publication. 

Anita Fletcher, organizer of 
Progressive Action for Animals, 
in Smithfield. said all local 
animals groups woric together on 
national campaigns such as this 
one. 

"We're kept up to date as to 
what they're doing as to the anti- 
fur movemem," Fletcho^ said. "We 
want to make people aware of the 
pain and atrocities that go into a 
luxury garment" 

Fletcher said they try to take 
what's going on at the national 
level and apply it to the local 
level. 

On the national tevel the prin- 
ciple aim of the campaign is 
"launching a campaign bringing 
home what wearing a fur really 
means," Grandy said. "Sure it's an 
animal skin that's quite atuactive, 
but it's a fun fashion that is 
cruel." 

The HSUS campaign has tar- 
geted treatment of both ranch 
raised fur-bearing animals and 
trapped fur-bearing animals as 
cruel. A fact bocrfdet released with 
the campaign pjK;ket states that 
"fur ranches, just like tn^js, cause 
animals to suffer stress and pain 
before they are killed...The pre- 
fnted method of killing among fur 
ranchers seems to be dislocation of 
the spinal cord (which means 
breaking the animals neck.)" 

The booklet also says that 
"approximately 17 million wild

Jenkins and her husband, Larry 
Rkbard , moved to Virginia Beach 
in December, 1977. They had 
lived in Richmond since 1971. 

Virginia Beach wasn't totally 
new to Jenkins when they moved 
here. As a child from Clifton 
Fofge. Va.. Jenkins and her family 
used to spend summer vacations 
hoe. 

Surprisingly. Clifton FcM^ge is 
what prompted Jenkins to become 
involved with gerontology, the 
suuly of oMer persons. That cc»n- 
munity once had the highest per- 
cent^e of elderly persons in Vir- 
ginia. For that reason. Jenkins 
sakl she didn't grow up widi K)ci- 
ety's negative stereotypes of el- 
derly people. And when, in her

"I volunteered right away." 
said Jenkins. 




However, the program, de- 
signed to prevent elderly abuse and 
exploitation, only received two 
vcrfunteers. "This confirmed to her 
that society, in general, perceived 
the elderly negatively and she 
"knew it wasn't true." 

Today, Jenkins holds a mas- 
ter's (tegree in gerontology from 
Virginia Commonwealth Univer- 
sity. She was the first graduate of 
the Medical College of Virginia's 
gnontcdogy iHOgram in 1977; "a 
small graduating class." said 
Jeiddns. 

Joikins also holds a doctorate 
in psychology from VCU .and is 
iK)w pursuing a master's degfte in 
Public Administration from Old 
Dcwiinion University. 



Gerontology is a relatively 
new field. Jenkins said, being in 
existence cmly for about IS years. 
Training is man widely available 
now, she said.

Make a better choice - 
mink is not chic 

"Man's inhumanity to man" is an often heard cliche but cer- 
tainly not overstated. And when it comes to animals, man's in- 
humanity seems to double in many cases. 

In recent weeks the community has seen news stories about 
pets being hung in neighbors' yards; or accusations of cruelty 
to animals in Portsmouth's humane society. It doesn't seem to 
end. Now as we head into the holiday season there is one more 
cruelty situation we must deal with: tiie cruelty of killing ani- 
mals for Uieir furs. 

Christmas season is by far the most profitable time of year 
for fur manufacturers. Thus, the Humane Society of the United 
States (HSUS) has kk:k»i off a campaign at.dus tin% to combat 
the sale of furs and bring public attention to tiie actual cost, in 
terms of animal suffering, caused by a frivolous fashion state- 
ment. 

The HSUS has called this campaign "You Should be 
Ashamed to Wear Fur" and it, for tiie first time, is targeted the 
fur wearer rather tfian tlw fur industry itself. 

Similar campaigns in other countries have led to the decline 
of fur coat purchases and tiius the business of killing animals 
needlessly. This is the goal of the U. S. campaign. 

There is no excuse, really, few wearing a fur. It is wasteful 
in terms of nxmey (the cost of the coats to the public arc jacked 
up comparatively to tiie ^tual cost of tiie fur from the trapper, 
acccnxUng to John Grandy. vice president of tiie Humane Soci- 
ety of tfie United States). 

For the same price, a much better choice of gift can be 
made. After all, diamonds never killed an innocent animal! - 
S.L.C.

and Atlantic Wood. They arc 
among those "that have a dis- 
charge-elimination permit." Jones 



Fisher said the penalties are so 
severe that he doubts any of the 
industries are intentionally dump- 
ing illegal chemicals. 

Each state has a Water Control 
Board that issues permits to 
establish iq)proved quantities of 
pollutants that can be legally dis- 
charged. The lifnits are based on 
what tfie receiving water can stand 
without being polluted, according 
to Fisher. 



A recent survey by the 
HRWQMA found that most of the 
discharges surveyed in the Eliza- 
beth River were within permit 
limits. However, the HRWQMA 
also urged further investigation 
into the need to broaden die types 
of substances covered. 

Already of concern in the 
Elizabeth River are high levels of 
creosote, a wood preservative to 
coat telephone poles, which is 
present in a "one or two mile 
stretch of the southern branch in 
the vicinity of Atlantic Wood and 
the Shipyajd," Fidier said. 

Another source of pollution in 
the Elizabeth River is the dis- 
charge of oils, fuels and solvents 



Retirement plans include 
social security 



Thinking about retiring? Or 
perhaps tapering off work gradu- 
ally with a part-time job? If so, 
there are some facts Chesapeake 
residents should know about So- 
cial Securi^. 

To begin with, you can receive 
your full retirement at 65, or a 
permanently reduced amount as 
early as 62. For example, the re- 
duction is 20 percent at 62, 13 1.3 
percent at 63, and 6 2.3 percent at 
64. 

If you're past 6S when you 
apply, youll get a slight "bonus". 
Your monthly check will be in- 
creased by 3 percent for each year 
(1/4 of 1 percent for each month) 
that you did not get a benefit be- 
tween 65 and 70. (llie credit is 
more if you reach 65 afto' 1989.) 

Some Social security work 
credits are needed before you can 
get benefits. For example, if you 
are 62 in 1988. you need at least 9 
1/4 years of coverage (37 "quarters 
of coverage") to be insured. 

The amount of your monthly 
check will depend on your average 
covered earnings while you 
woiked. A worker who retires at 
65 in 1988 afbsr having maximum 
covered earnings most years can 
expect to recdve $838 a month. If 
he or she has eligible dependents, 
payments to the family will be 
subsumtially m(ne. 

Once benefits start, payments 
will increase automatically to keep 
pace with annual rises in the cost 
of living. The benefit increase will 



be tied to the increase in higher 
prices or average wages, dqiending 
on the status of the economy. 

I our reurement checks may be 
subject to Federal income tax if 
you have substantial outside in- 
come in addition to benefits. In no 
case, however, will you have to 
pay tax on more than one-half of 
the benefits. Fore more informa- 
tion on this, contact the Internal 
Revenue Sendee. 

You and any dependents who 
are at least 65 have Medicare pro- 
tecti(Mi to help pay costiy medical 
bills. You are eligible for Medi- 
care even if you plan to keep 
working and not receive monthly 
checks at this time. You will, 
however, need to apply Ux it 

You can have some earnings 
from work and still receive SocUil 
Security checks. If you are 65 or 
older in 1984, you can earn up to 
$8,400 and receive all benefits 
due; $6,120 if you are under 6S; 
and no limit if you are 70 ot older. 
If earnings exceed the annual ex- 
empt amountT^Vin benefits is 
withheld for each f2jDf earnings 
above the exempt amount 

If your plans are uncertain or 
you have questions, the best thing 
to do is "inquh« bdfore you retire."

from shi]», and leakage from un- 
derground storage tanks. There are 
as many as 4,000 leaking under- 
ground storage tanks, many of 
them located in the Elizabeth 
River. Jones said leaking fuel 
tanks at Langely Air Force Base 
have been a [noblem since 1971 
and are just now being addressed 

According to a published re- 
port, the state has already taken 
legal action against the Norfolk 
Naval Shipyard, including charges 
of leaking 55-gallon drums of 
hazardous substance and overflows 
of waste through storm and sani- 
tary sewers. 

Heavy loads of lead, copper 
and mercury have also been de- 
tected in the Elizabeth River at 
"two to ten times as great as those 
found mid-(Chesapeake) Bay," 
Jones said. 

She added that these metals 
may be haardous to human health 
and can contaminate shellfi^. 

According to a recent newspa- 
per article, the State Water Con- 
trol Board is planning to spend 

$1.1 million this year to clean up 
the Elizabeth River so it can 
comply with national water qual- 
ity standards. 

Jones agreed that the Elteabeth 
River was "targeted for cleanup." 
She said it needs to be determined 
what is toxic and what isnt and a 
lower permit limit should be set 

Jones said tiie Alliance for 
Chesapeake, a consensus building 
group that provides information 
on Bay cleanup and gets people 
involved, is "trying to put Uie 
pieces together." 

"We don't know much about 
toxics yet." she said. "We don't 
know how dangerous they are." 

Fisher said eliminating phos- 
phorus is a goal of the Elizabetii 
River cleanup becauM "some sd- 
endsts say it's a prablem." 

Along with tiie m^jor indus- 
tries lining the Elizabeth Rivw, 
citizens can also help prevent fur- 
tiier harm to the river by not 
flushing household toxics down 
the drain; recycling used motor oil 
and antifreeze; refraining from 
overfertilizing lawns; and using 
marine sanitation devices on 
boats, accoKling to a publication 
by the Alliance for Che8^)eake. 

"By and large, the biggest 
pollution problem in the future for 
the Elizabeth River will be from 
sediments and stomi water run 
offs," Filler said. 
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Save our 
landfills; learn 
to recycle 

You know, some of us have 
been taking our landfills for 
granted. Landfills really don't ex- 
pect much from us. just a littie 
consideration about what kind of 
trash we duowaway. 

The Virginia Beach Clean 
Community Commission warits 
to let us know that 6% of our 
trash - cans, paper, glass, and 
plastic - could be recycled. That 
would give our landfills a lot 
longer life. Which means, of 
course, that less of our beautiful 
city and state would be used for 
new landfills. 

Since 1981, Virginia's gover- 
nor has declared October as 
"Recycling Month." This is usu- 
ally spearheaded by the state 
through the Division of Litter 
Control and Recycling, Depart- 
ment of Waste Management 

Locally, die Virginia Beach 
Clean Community Commission 
(VBCCC) will suppOTt Recycling 
Month in a variety of ways. 
VBCCC is a mayor-appointed 
program formed in 1980 to under- 
take die task of working towards a 
cleaner, more attractive city 
Uirough letter prevention, recy- 
cling, and educational programs.

There is an energy source in Virginia Beach that enriches our lives ev- 
cry day. It is inexpensive and available in some form to all who need it It 
brings light to our hospitals, libraries, nursing homes and museums. To 
nurseries, playgrounds and classrooms, it brings laughter. It flows freely 
and has no recognizable limits. 

The energy source about which I write, comes from the activities of 
our volunteers. There are literally thousands of pec^le who volunteer their 
time and energy to hundreds of causes and organizations in this city. They 
make this a better place in which to live. Their effcms touch our lives in 
so many different ways, we must never take them for granted. 

Each year, the City Council attempts to recognize the contribution 
these outstanding people make to our city govemmoit by hosting a dinner 

for them and their spouses at Pavilion as a token of the city's appreciation. 
However, this is only a small nuasure of recognition when they deserve so 
much. 

Volunteering is about caring. Persons who volunteer care for the well- 
being of others and want to make a diffnence. Whenever I talk to volun- 
teers, many tell me that the good thing about being a volunteer is the joy 
that comes firom \diaring witfi others. Simply knowing that you are needed 
and q)iffeciated and have helped others is enough reward {at many people 
who volunteer. In other wwds, vdunieering has its won reward. 

In the city govonment, we encourage that departments use volunteers 
to the fullest extent possible. To increase the number of available posi- 



tions means that departments must devek)p programs within the city orga- 
nization that can be fUted by volunte^s on a full w part-time basis. In the 
early 1970's, the City Coimcil organized and established the Department- 
Volunteer Council, an oversight group made up of representatives from 
city dqnrtments and volunteers, whose function is to encourage and pro- 
mote volunteerism. 

This Council also maintains statistics on the number of hours worked 
by volunteers and the value of those hours. Last year, for example, exclu- 
sive of volunteers in the school system, there was a paid city staff of al- 
most 4,700 full and part-tiine emptoyees. The woric of city staff was en- 
hanced by an additional 3.1S0 vdunteers who spent 136,500 hours in city 
service. We have estimated the value of their contribution at $4,163,00. 
Th^e were services that dkl not have to be pakl from tax dollars. 

We have found that city programs which use volunteers are better re- 
ceived and turn out to be moe successful. They form a link between the 
staff and the citizens. The jHOgrams are better communicated to the public 
and are more inoductive. This is the beauty of the program because it be- 
come a better jvogram at a tower cost to the citizens. 

llie practice of volunteering is an American tradition. In 198S the IN- 
DEPENDENT SECTOR reported that 48% of American adults (82 million 
peq)le) and 52% of teenagen (7 million) volunteered for some service. 
Adult voluntews average 35 hours per weeL The dollar value of the con- 
tributed time of adults amounted to 100 billion dollars in 1985. Numbers

In a special bi-partisan resolution created by Congress, the week of 
Oct 23 has been (ksignated as National Drug-Ftee America Week. Many 
schools and community groups will be using this week as an opportunity 
to ^ucate our children on the dangers of abusing akx>hol and drugs. 

The answer to why young peq}le try drinking and drugs is complex and 
involves both our changing society and the attempts of children to cope 
with it. 

Most young people have a tremendous desire to be liked and accepted, 
and peer pressure is one of the primary reasons for experimenting with 
drugs. A natural curiosity and inclination to experiment with new experi- 
ences also leads some young peq^le to take a drink or use a drug, particu- 
larly when it is (rffoed by a friend or its use is witnessed at home. 

Facets of Am^can culture, experts say, tend to support use of alcohol 
and drugs. In our society today, there are tremendous pressures to achieve, 
strong desires to find "easy answers" to complex problems and a depen- 
dence on modem medicine to find a "magic cure" iot every aibnent. Drink- 
ing certainly, is widely accq)ted, and even glamorized, and marijuana is 
still not considered dangerous. 

The most significant factors leading to student abuse of alcohol and 
drugs are the same societal ones that are involved in otho- school behavior 
problems, conununities are larger and more diverse now, society is more 
mobile, parental audiority has declined and children are flooded with a 



multitude of confusing attioides and values. 

Pot some young peopte, it is hard to resist the temjHations of alcohol 
and drugs when they are faced with the confiising complexity of the modem 
worid and pressured by their peers. 

What can you do to prevent your own chiMren from drinking or using 
drugs? Unfortunately, that is no ins^c ftmnula. You can help your chil- 
dren resist the temptations of alo^hcotid drugs, though, by giving them a 
feeling of self-^eqiea and self-confldence bol^eied by the knowledge that 
you care enough to set limits. 

Many young people who say, "My parents don't care if I drink or do 
drugs," are thinking "My parents don't care what I do" or "My parents don't 
care about me." That's just a short step away from loss of self-respect. 

Here are some other hints firom the Virginia Beach Education Associa- 
tion: 

• Don't be afraid to set rules and regulations for your children. They'll 
actually qypreciate your guidance, no matter how much they appear to re- 
sent it 

• Let your children know what you expect of them. High expectations 
pay off with positive results. 

• Set a good example by demonstrating responsible behavior in your 
own use of afcobol and drugs. 

• Express your views ctpcnXy, letting your children know how you feel

The main program was held in the auditorium and began at 1:30 p.m. 
After a few introductory remarks, 1 asked the fifth graders to tell me who 
was running for president on the Democratic ticket They shouted the right 
name, even pronouncing it correctly. Then the sixth graders on cue pro- 
vided the name of the Republican candidate. 

No wonder these sixth grade students are so well informed. Their 
teachers.are devoting one day a week on a seven week unit covering such 
topics as political cartoons, budget for a campaign, how to reach the vot- 
ers, levels of government, becoming a candidate, citizenship^ media and 
politics and election campaigns. 

The entire assembly quickly identified a parchment copy of the ConsU- 
tution as the law of the land. Then we discussed the need for rules at 

home, in the school and in the community. I told them they had many 
freedoms because they wo^e American citizens, but because of their age. 
there were certain things they could not do legally. 

First. I reminded them that while they might be terribly i\s«ppd\n\itA, 
they could not get married! This brought great laughter. "You cannot 
legally drive a car," I added. More laughter. "But <li<l you kiK)w you could 
fly an airplane if accompanied by a certified pilot?" Lots of smiles. 

They knew they could not vote in a real election untit age 18. but 
they've been getting lots of practice. They recently voted in an SCA elec- 
tion and will soon vote in the mock presidential election to be held in ev- 
ery city school. 

Next we discussed the Flag code and how to care for and respect tlw 
flag. Aftn an explanation that an old worn flag should never be buried, one 
young lady said she had seen a flag on a casket Wasn't it buried too? I 
wonder how many are unaware that such a flag is pnq)eriy fdded and given 
to the next of kin. 

Last Wednesday. I talked with students from kindergarten to third grade 
at Plaza Elementary, where Kathryn Baxter serves as coordinator of the 
Election Connection project During that program, two youngsters hdd up 
a replica of the "Betsy Ross Flag" with the twelve stars in a circle, and we 
talked about the history and symbolism of our flag. 

These children were also full of questions. They asked what would 
h^qppen if someone accidentally dropped a flag or if the flagpole broke. One 
wondered if the flag should be left out in the rain, another thought it had to 
be brought in at night 

The Flag Code was revised by Act of Congress in July. 1976. to allow 
a flag to be flown in inclement weather as long as it was ui all-weadier 
flag. Fcff years it was a universal custom to display the flag only froin 
sunrise to sunset However, a flag may now be displayed night and day if 
properly illuminated during the hours of darkness.

Make Sure Chandelier 
Is Attractive, Practical 



Hanging a chandelier over a 
dining table where there is ncme, 
or replacing an outdated fixture, 
will completely change the locAi 
of a room, and add spaikle and 
drama to your home for very 
modest cost 

Dining room lighting must 
be flexible enough U) add the 
proper level of lighting and 
mood to a formal dinner ot a 
family get-together. 

Additionally, in many 
households, the dining table 
also is used for other ^tivities 
such as homewofk, hobbies and 
family bodkkeeping. The room, 
therefore, must be adequately 
lighted to do it all comfortably, 
and look good doing it 

A chandelier with bulbs to- 
taling about 200 to 300 watts is 
usually die heart of dining room 
lighting plans. Consider one 
with a buUt-in concealed (town- 
light ((X 'task' light focused di- 
rectly on a table's surface. 

In a room that is 10 feet 
wide or less, a chandelier usu- 
ally should not be larger than 
about two feet in diameter. It 
should be 12 inches narrower 



than your table so people don't 
bump their heads upon arising, 
llie bottom of the clandeUer 
should be 30 inches above the 
table, out of the line of sight 
whoi peq)le are seated. 

If the room's ceiling is tnott 
than eight feet high, raise tiie 
chandelier three inches for each 
additional foot of ceiling height 
Always install a dimmer to 
control the light level and 
establish mood. 

Additional light re- 
quired 

A chandelier should never 
provide the only light in the 
dining room. It should be sup- 
plemented with additional light 
souices. 

Track and recessed are good 
choices for additional light: 
One over each half of the table 
(track or recessed fixtures) or a 
ring of four recessed downlights 
around the outer edge of the 
table. 

A buffet or server can be 
flanked with wall sconces 
mounted 60 inches above the 
floor. Fit with 25 to 60-watt 
bulbs if they are shielded, 15 to

While you're looking for 
that p^ect color, be sure to 
also look for the federal 
"Enogyguide" label; it will tell 
you how much your estimated 
annual operaung costs will be 
each year. Use it to compare 
with other brands said styles. 

When looking for a new 
refrigerator or freezer, you can 
save money by buying one 
that's just large enough for your 
family's needs. Any larger and 
you're wasting energy. And if 
your new refrigerator is equiiq)ed 
with a power-saver switch to 
prevent "sweating" on the 
outside of the refrigoator doors, 
try turning the switch off and 
see if condensation is a 



proUem; if not, turn the switch 
off, and you'll save money. 

Witfj your current kitchen 
qipliances, you can save cxicrgy 
too. Always match the size of 
the cooking utensil to the 
heating dement, and use lids to 
keq) the heat in the pots uid 
pans. If your oven has a self- 
cleaning cycle, use it only for 
major cleaning jobs^ few times 
a year. Whenever possible, use 
your mioowave ovoi instead of 
your conventional range or 
oven. Youll use less energy.

"With dual-income 
households, more expenditure 
has become the norm." But 
there is a way for consumers to 
achieve fashion at the window 
without a lot of extravagance. 
Many manufacturers now offer 
"topper programs" which offer 
mini-blinds, verticals or pleated 
shades with tq) treatments and 
hardware. As a general rule, the 
toppers are soft valances in a 
vuiety of styles to complement 
the alternative treatments. 

"Valances are in. in all 
types, sizes. shiq>es and de- 
signs." ^aaodier manufacturer 
told DR. "By using different 
style valances, you can com- 
pletely chan^ the look of the 
window covoing."

But Practical Himieowner's Re- 
modeling Survey found that 
homeowners who hope td Re- 
coup their remodeling invest- 
ments should study the local 
real estate market, making im- 
provements appropriate tt> their 
nei^borhood that buyo^ wuit 
and are willmg to pay ftv. 

Practical Bomunmer pdled 
professional appraisers from 
across the country on 23 com- 
mon home improvement pro- 
jects and found that remodeling 



paylKicks can vary widdy firom 
one area of the country to the 
next. Installing central air 
conditioning, for instance, 
would return 199 percent of its 
cost in Houst(m, but only 71 
percmt in Oiicago. 

After deciding to go ahead 
with a remodeling project. 
Practical Homeowner suggests 
doing as much of the work 
yourself as possible to save 
money. Contractors charge an 
average $3,500 to build a deck, 
but the cost is just $1,060 if 
you do the woric yourself. And 
an exteriw paint job returns a 
whipping 1.003 percent of its 
cost if you (k> die wtxk. 

While regional differences 
make it impossible to fuid the 
"perfect" home improvement, a 
safe bet would be an interior 
facelift of new paint. v/aU^per, 
carpet and linoleum, accwding 
tothesurv^.

climate. Heating and air 
conditioning ducts, if already 
enclosed in well-insulated 
portions of your house, 
genoally require no insulation; 
otherwise, insulate them fm 
increased savii^ 

And don't forget an 
insulating blanket for youi* 
waier healer. After home heating 
and cooling, water heating is 
your bagest energy expense.

Your home's fireplace may 
be charging a high price for the 
charm and romance it adds to 
your house.

water pipes if they're in 
unhealed areas. And set the 
water heater's tempenuure to 
140 degrees. Also consider 
buying a water-flow restrictor 
and a two-flow shower head.

ordinary cooktops. 

Underneath a smooth glass- 
like cooktop surface, induction 
heating works by using a 
powerful magnetic current to 
directly heat cookware made of 
iron or steel. In this manner, the 
pan becomes the source of heat. 
And because only the pan gets 
hot, you and your kitchen stay 
cool. Induction cooking also 
saves you money because the 
size of the pan determines 
precisely how much energy is 
used. Cleaning up spills is 
easier too, because the food can't 
bum on the cooktop surface, or

And bi-level 
cooking racks allow you to 
cook more food at the same 
time. 



With the addition of 
convection and radiant cooking 
features, it's now possible to 
bake, roast, broil, brown, and 
toast in a microwave.

Refrigerators
